In the last 
published two recent 
sistant Secretary Howell, 
notable reversals of the position taken 
by the department upon the classifica- 
tion of artificial indigo and phenacetin. 
With respect to the latter, the Secre- 
tary now holds that it should be classi- 
fied as a “medicinal preparation in the 
preparation of which alcohol is used,” 
instead of as a “chemical compound,” 
as which it had previously been classed. 
This decision would appear to have 
been based upon that recently handed 


down by the Supreme Court of the 
United States in the cocaine hydro- 
chlorate case, which was reported in 


these columns some weeks ago. In de- 
claring the cocaine salt to be a ‘‘medi- 
cinal preparation in the preparation of 
which alcohol was used,” the Court 
opened the door to an indefinite list 
of products which were obviously never 
intended to be thus classified. But, as 
we previously pointed out, it makes 
less difference now than it did under 
the McKinley act, for the reason that 
in both of the subsequent laws a 
proviso was inserted that in no case 
should the goods be admitted at less 
than 25 cents ad valorem, even though 


the specific rate provided in the bill 
equaled a less percentage upon the 
dutiable value of the goods. Neverthe- 


less, the decision is an absurd one from 
a common-sense standpoint. As is true 
of cocaine muriatie and many other 
salts, alcohol may be used in the manu- 
facture of phenacetin, but there is no 
reference to its use in the details of 
manufacture so far as they are given 
in the Dispensatories, and it would ap- 
pear, therefore, that alcohol is in no 
respect essential, to the extent that 
was clearly contemplated by the fram- 
ers of the law. The clause referring to 
preparations involving the use of al- 
cohol was intended to apply to those in 
which alcohol was so largely employed 
that the difference between the cost of 
spirits here and abroad should enable 
the foreigner to compete with the do- 
mestic manufacturer on a basis of un- 
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fair advantage, if the duty was merely 

at a 25 per cent, rate. For that reason 

the specific rate was provided, and it 

Was only when it became apparent that 

its intent might be evaded under cer- 
| tai constructions, that the minimum 
j; ad valorem rate of 25 per cent. was in- 
serted in the last two acts. What rea- 
son there was for changing the classi- 
fication at the present time is not ap- 
parent, but presumably it was done for 
the pulpose of facilitating the identi- 
fication of the article in the custom 
house. There appears to be no serious 
objection to the ruling except as to the 
precedent which it establishes, of per- 
mitting the entry in this class of goods 
which are in no way defined by the 
spirit of the law. 


The other ruling to which we refer, 


makes artificial indigo dutiable at 3 
per cent. as a “coal tar color or dye 
not specially provided for,” it having 
been declared under the decision of 
March 31 to be entitled to free entry 
as indigo. The change is admittedly 


made in deference to a protest from 
importers and others interested in the 
traffic in natural indigo. This protest 
is represented by the “brief” of the 
Drysalters’ Club of New England, and is 
printed elsewhere this issue. The 
effect of the decision, however, is to 
throw ‘the case back Into the Board of 
General Appraisers, where it has never 
been considered, and from de- 
cision there may be an appeal to the 
courts.

Objection was made when the 
of March 31 issued, that 
the case had not been duly considered 
in the proper channels, and that the 
classification was in the nature of a 
snap judgment. Nevertheless, it seem- 
ed to the Reporter at that time, and 
our opinion has in no way changed, 
that the decision was perfectly just and 
entirely consistent with precedent and 
with existing facts. The cases of arti- 
ficial alizarine and artificial indigo are 
clearly analogus in every respect. Both 
are synthetic products and each is 
believed to be identical with the natural 
product which it displaces. Artificial 
alizarine was known artificial until 
it so completely supplanted the use of 
the natural product that there was nv 
longer any necessity for distinguishing 
between the two commercially. Arti- 
ficial indigo is now naturally distin- 
guished by the descriptive adjective 
which indicates its source, but whether 
it ever completely supplants the natural 
product not, the distinction in no 
way affects the relation of the two pro- 
ducts. It is what an article actually 
is, and not what it may be known as, 
that governs its status. These 
two products seem to have been proven 
to be chemically identical, except as to

some non-essential impurities. It is 
hardly reasonable to demand that the 
impurities which are present in vege- 


table indigo should be deemed essential, 
as a distinguishing constituent, to en- 
title the product to free entry. And 
yet they constitute the whole difference 
between the natural and the artificial 
products. It is not clear to us how the 
analogy presented by the history of 
alizarine can be ignored set aside 
in the present case, and while we be- 
lieve the importers of natural indigo to 
be right in protesting against the 
increase by which the original classifica- 
tion of the coal tar product was ef- 
fected, we do not believe that that 
classification will be changed by the 
General Appraisers of the courts.

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MORE DEMAND FOR CINCHO. 
NIDIA. 


An inquiry for three hundred thous- 
and ounces of cinchonidia, which came 
on the market the past week, has re- 
vived interest in this salt, and a brief 
review of the existing conditions will, 
therefore, not be without interest. 

A little over two years ago, when the 
price was two and one-half cents per 
ounce, considerable interest was cen- 
tered in the drug, when a sudden de- 
mand for a large lot revealed the fact 
that the available supply was compar- 
atively small. This prompted us to 
thoroughly investigate the situation as 
it existed at that time, with the result 
that the opinion was found to be prac- 
tically unanimous that the end of cin- 
chonidia was in sight. The Java barks 
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had not been yielding any and the ac- 
cumulation of several years was stead- 
ily decreasing under the demand, which 


came especially from the makers of 
“chill” remedies, advertised to contain 
no quinine. 


It has been a surprise to many in the 
trade that the supply has held out un- 
til the present time. The fact must not 
that a radical 

any article invariably 
brings out more or less stock that had 
been lost sight of. In this the 
visible supply of cinchonidia been 
but the amount which 
been added to the available stock has 
been insufficient to prevent a radical ad- 
vance in the price during the past two 
years. Manufacturers have produced a 
little from the lower grade Java barks 
and from accumulations of rejections, 
but still the price has been maintained 
above twelve cents per ounce for nearly 
a year. A review of the market since 
the boom set in two years ago has re- 
vealed the fact that at about this sea- 
each year there is an unusually 
large demand. Its influence a year ago 
carried the price from 10 cents up to 
twelve cents in August, and to 16@17 
cents in January of the present year; 
but by that time the influence of the 
small outside lots commenced to be 
felt, and with only a jobbing demand 
during the past few months the price 
has declined to 12%@13 cents. In all

The 
committee recommends that the flash 
point be raised to 100 degrees Fahren- 
heit, open test, instead of 73 degrees, 
as required under the present law, and 
this, they think, will meet the objec- 
tions of those who attribute most of 
the lamp accidents to the inferior 
quality of the oil used. The testimony 
taken by the committee has been vol- 
uminous, and the opinions of so-called 
“experts” has been about as conflicting

its conclusions, 


as it could be. Indeed, the varying 
opinions offered in evidence have 
forced the conclusion that the “ex- 


perts” had jumped at a conclusion and 
endeavored to support the same by ar- 


guments based on theoretical propo- 
sitions, and the “conclusions’’ were 
open to the suspicion that they were 


conveniently formed to accord with the 
opinions, prejudices interests of 
those by whom summoned to testify. 
It is not a matter for wonderment, 
therefore, that the report of the com- 
mittee is regarded as having little 
weight, and that the new Inflammable 
Liquids Bill will not become law in the 
form prepared by the committee. 
Under present conditions prevailing 
in Great Britain it is not believed that 
the number of accidents will be di- 
minished by raising the flash-point as 
recommended, as a very large propor- 
tion of these are due to individual care- 
lessness or ignorance. In addition to 
this general carelessness and ignorance 
of the properties and use of petroleum

acter which should condemn them as 
absolutely useless and dangerous. It 
appears, however, that there was a 


clamor for a change in the flash-point 
which had been fostered, if not insti- 


gated, by parties whose interests 


If, 
as appears to be the case, the num- 
ber of accidents in England is larger 
than in some other countries, and the 
lamps used by the poorer and nore 
ignorant classes are of faulty struc- 
ture, then the natural remedy would 
appear to be to comnel the use of 
lamps of proper construction by pro- 
hibiting the sale of the flimsy affairs 


which are now largely used, owing to 
their cheapness, 
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THE SUGAR OF MILK INDUSTRY. 


Perhaps no single American industry 


has developed more rapidly or thor- 
oughly, within a comparatively short 
space of time, than sugar of milk. Pre-

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THE OUTLOOK FOR LARD. 


The opening of the port of Santiago 
toforeign commerce raises hopes here of 
an early revival of a demand for lard 
and its compounds from Cuban mar- 
kets. It is true that Santiago is of very 
much less consequence than Havana 
as a port of entry, and the tributary 
country that has been thrown open by 
the capitulation of Santiago is far less 
valuable as a market for these prod- 
ucts than that which will only be 
reached through the Cuban capital. At 
the same time there is little doubt that 
opening up this single port will afford 
ameans of entry for a very much 
larger territory than has been covered 
by the terms of the surrender. Added 
to this is the imminent prospect of the 
capture of Porto Rico, which is a mar- 
ket of growing importance for these 
products. Between the two islands, as 
a whole, a comparison of commerce is, 
of course, very largely in favor of 
Cuba, but as between Porto Rico and 
so much of the former as has thus far 
been opened to us, the smaller island 
is of more consequence in the eyes of 
our exporters of hog products. The en- 
tire exports of lard to the Spanish 
West Indies for the fiscal year 1897 were 
4,500,000 Ibs. to Porto Rico, as against 
26,000,000 to Cuba, the shipments to the 
latter country having been steadily di- 
minishing during the past few years, 
while those to Porto Rico have been 
growing. It is true that these islands 
combined have taken only about 6 per 
cent. of the entire exports of the coun- 
try during the past two or three years, 
but previously they had consumed 
about 10 per cent., and with a renewal 
of relations more favorable to com- 
merce with the United States it is be- 
lieved that there will be an increase in 
the demand for these commodities over 
anything previously experienced. 

Meantime the outlook for trade with 
Europe, upon which we must necessa- 
rily depend for a maintenance of values 
on lard, is hopefully regarded by those 
who keep close watch of conditions af- 
fecting consumption in the more im- 
portant European countries. The fall- 
ing off of 40,000 tierces in the afloats 
and loadings for Europe during June 
was rather startling, although the total 
European stocks and afloats were only 
reduced 8,000 tierces. But the statis- 
tics of stocks only represent what is 
countable at the leading ports, and the 
fact that shipments were reduced to 
so large an extent is taken as an indi- 
cation of heavy stocks being held at 
the interior consuming points. That 
these will all be required for consump- 
tion is not doubted, and they are, there- 
fore, assumed to exert but a temporary 
check upon the demand from Germany 
and the United Kingdom, whose tak- 
ings have recently shown the most 
marked decline. The home supply of 
lard in both of those countries has been 
gradually increasing, although it is still 
for below normal, and must remain so 
for at least another twelve-month. The 
large slaughter of hogs, which was 
caused by the poor crops, resulted in 
conditions which are gradually being 
overcome by improved crops, which en- 
able the small farmers to save their 
animals and leads to scarcity in the 
supply of home-made provisions for 
the time being. Before this increasing 
number of hogs on the foot becomes 
available for slaughter, the demands 
for imported hog products is expected 
to be sufficient to make considerable in- 
roads into the American stocks, and a 
further hardening of values is therefore 
confidently looked for, even by the 
most conservative element in the trade 
here.

A patent has been granted in Ger- 
many for the manufacture of a chloro- 
carbonic ester of quinine. It is pre- 
pared by the action of phosgene gas, 
CcoOc!,, on dry quinine dissolved in ben- 
zine. The body has the formula C,,H,, 
N.O,COCI. It crystallizes from alcohol’ 
in colorless needles melting at 187°-188°. 
As a drug it is reeommended in place of 
quinine. Oxycamphor for pharmaceuti- 
cal purposes is the subject of another 
German patent. It results from the re- 
duction of camphor-quinone C,H,, 
(CO), in alcoholic solution. It melts 
at 197°, and has the formula C,H,,(CO) 
(CHOH).—Sudd. Apotheker Zeit. 


The following telegram has been 
received from Captain Tuttle of 
the revenue cutter Bear, com- 
mander of the overland relief ex- 
pedition, dated St. Michaels, Alaska, 


June 26, 1898: “The overland relief ex- 
pedition reached Point Barrow March 
29, all well, and the herd of reindeer 
in good condition. There is food enough 
in sight to last until August; clothing 
and bedding most needed. Hopes are 
entertained that most of the vessels (of 
the whaling fleet) will be saved. In 
that case there will be 100 men for the 
Bear to bring down. Three men 
(names unknown) wandered away from 
the station and were frozen to death. 
As soon as supplies can be procured 
here the Bear will start north.” 


As a result of the revival of the 
nitrate export trade in South America, 
that country promises to show a good 
market for tonnage the current year. 
For a number of years past the Pa- 
cific coast wheat trade has attracted a 
number of ships from South American 
ports in ballast. From present indica- 
tions, however, conditions may be re- 
versed, as far as San Francisco is con- 
cerned, as one ship already has left 
this port in ballast for South America, 
to load nitrate for Europe. She will 
load at Taltal at 28s. 9d., the charter 
having been made in London, It is 
likely that other vessels will follow the 
Swanhilda for there in the same mis- 
sion before the end of this year. Es- 
timates place the number of registered 
tons required to move the nitrate at 
400,000, and engagements have been 
made for this amount already. 








OBITUARY. 


William Steel. 


Mr. William Steel, whose term of 
service in the drug trade of this city 
is exceeded by that of few living men, 
died at his home at West New Brigh- 
ton, New York, on Tuesday last. Mr. 
Steel was born in this city in 1831, 
and when he was but 13 years of age 
entered the shop of James Tarrant to 
learn the trade of an apothecary. He 
remained in the employ of James Tar- 
rant and his successor, John A. Tar- 
rant, until 1857, when the firm of John 
A. Tarrant & Co. was formed, with Mr. 
Steel as one of its members. In 1861, 
when the present concern of Tarrant 
& Co. was formed to succeed to the 
business of the former firm, Mr. Steel 
became a stockholder and assumed 
charge of the manufacturing depart- 
ment, a position which he continued 
to fill down to the time of his death. 
He was a quiet and altogether unos- 
tentatious man, and outside of his 
home circle gave little attention to 
anything but the business in which his 
interest had so long been centered. His 
family consisted of a wife and four 
children, and his relation to his busi- 
ness associates was one of such warm 
personal friendship that his death is 
felt by them as a personal loss. Mr. 
Steel was buried from his late home 
on Thursday last, his funeral being 
largely attended by representatives of 
the house with which he had been so 
long associated,

(Special Correspondence to the Reporter.) 
Internal Revenue Decisions. 


Washington, July 22. 

The Bureau of Intermal Revenue has 
been occupied during the past week 
with a numebr of unusually im- 
portant questions arsing under the 
new revenue act. In order to. se- 
cure uniformity and to prevent the 
ultimate reversal of the Commissioner’s 
action, the Department of Justice has 
been invited to co-operate with the 
Bureau, and Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Boyd has been detailed to consider 
and render opinions upon the most im- 
portant questions submitted to the 
Commissioner. 


The most significant action taken 
within the week has related to the 
question of stamping samples. This 


matter was before the Commissioner 
when the law took effect, and, as re- 
ported in these dispatches, he rendered 
an opinion holding that all samples re- 
quired stamps which must either be 
placed upon the subdivisions themselves 
or upon the boxes from which they 
were taken. The Attorney General has 
now reversed this decision, holding that 
stamps need only be placed upon arti- 
cles offered for sale, and the Internal 
Revenue Bureau is engaged in drafting 
a series of regulations to carry this 
ruling into effect. They will provide 
for the distribution of unstamped sam- 
ples of goods put up in relatively small 
quantities with a conspicuously print- 
ed label stating in effect that the sam- 
ple inclosed is for gratuitious distribu- 
tion and cautioning all persons not to 
offer the same for sale under penalty of 
fine and imprisonment, to be imposed 
under the general provisions of the In- 
ternal Revenue laws for infractions of 
statutes or regulations. This decision 
of the Attorney General will be very 
gratifying to the trade, which has pro- 
tested vigorously against the original 
ruiing by the Commissioner. The opin- 
ion was based upon the case of Hall & 
Ruckel, and other briefs were filed, in- 
cluding that presented a week ago by 
Mr. Kline at the hearing of the manu- 
facturers of pharmaceutical prepara- 
tions held before the Commissioner on 
the 14th inst. 

During the past week there have been 
a number of conferences between of- 
ficials of the Internal Revenue and 
representatives of the manufacturers of 
pharmaceutical preparations with re- 
gard to the regulations prepared for 
promulgation a fortnight ago. When 
these regulations were completed they 
were signed by the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, approved by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury and formally 
given to the press. They were also put 
in type for distribution to collectors, 
but their publication in the columns of 
the Paint, Oil and Drug Reporter 
evoked such a protest from the trade 
that the Department promptly with- 
drew them. The fact that they were 
officially signed and given to the public 
has caused the Bureau much embar- 
rassment, as it has not been practica- 
ble to treat them as tentative regula- 
tions. During the past week the manu- 
facturers have been hard at work try- 
ing to liberalize the provisions with ref- 
erence to advertising, but the officials 
have resisted these efforts very strenu- 
ously. The manufacturers have thus 
far made some small gains, having in- 
duced the Department to consent to the 
advertising of unstamped standard 
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pharmaceuticals provided no_ state- 
ments are made either on containers, 
wrappers or in publications as to the 
diseases for which the remedies are to 
be used, or their relative efficiency as 
compared with other preparations, This 
is far from satisfactory, but it is a 


distinct gain from the standpoint of the | 


original regulations, which, strictly 
construed, would have resulted in the 
classification in the same category with 
patent medicines of all standard phar- 
maceuticals advertised in any manner 
whatever. The manufacturers are still 
at work in the hope of securing further 
concessions and the revised draft of the 
regulations will not be made until all 
the points in issue have been decided. 
The Reporter’s correspondent believes 
it is safe to say that the trade will not 
be satisfied with these regulations as 
they are promulgated, but as the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue has 
shown a disposition to reconsider his 
action when it is found to work an un- 
necessary hardship it is possible that 
amendments may be secured hereafter 
removing the restrictions which are 
now complained of. 

There has been a curious comedy of 
errors enacted in the Treasury Depart- 
ment with reference to the stamping of 
imported articles. As this matter is 
one which concerns both the Customs 
and Internal Revenue Bureaus, it was 
originally taken up by Chief Comstock 
of the former bureau and made the sub- 
ject of a liberal ruling permitting 
stamps to be affixed to bottles, pots and 
other small containers, either before ex- 
portation to the United States, or sub- 
sequent to withdrawal on the premises 
of the importer under internal revenue 
supervision. The mainspring of this 
ruling was the practical impossibility 
of opening and stamping all importa- 
tions in the customs warehouses now 
available. 

Soon after this decision, in which the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue co- 
incided, was published the Internal 
Revenue Bureau undertook the prepar- 
ation of a general regulation for the 
treatment of imported goods, in which 
it was held that they must be stamped 
before withdrawal for consumption, 
and stipulating only that such stamping 
might be done abroad before shipment 
to the United States. Great confusion at 
once resulted from these two rulings, 
which were irreconcilable, and the mat- 
ter was promptly brought to the atten- 
tion of Assistant Secretary Howell, 
through whose influence with Secretary 
Gage the original ruling of the customs 
division was reaffirmed. 

In this connection it is understood 
that several members of the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee are displeased with 
the action of the Treasury Department 
in making concession to the importing 
interests concerning the stamping of 
goods after withdrawal from customs 


warehouse. It is said that representa- 
tions were made to the committee 
while the bill was pending’ that 
several foreign governments refused 
to permit internal revenue stamp- 
ing to be done on American im- 
portations outside of customs ware- 
house, and that the committee there- 
upon put a similar provision into 


the internal revenue bill*in the expecta- 
tion that it would be used to force a 
reciprocal concession from the foreign 
governments referred to for the bene- 
fit of American manufacturers and ex- 
porters. The Treasury Department’s 
action virtually grants this concession 
to European exporters in advance of 
any assurance that a reciprocal privi- 
lege will be granted to the citizens of 
this country. Treasury officials say 
that, as the whole question is doubt- 
less within the discretion of the Sec- 
retary, the provision can be rigidly en- 
forced at any time if foreign govern- 
ments do not grant the desired privi- 


lege. 
The Commissioner continues to issue 
rulings upon articles submitted by 


manufacturers in different parts of the 
country. In a recent letter to the Col- 
lector of an Illinois district he says: 

“The Durand & Casper Company, of 
Lake, Union and Eagle streets, Chi- 
cago, have written to this office under 
date of July 6, 1898, asking: 

“1, How are they to fix the retail 
price of bulk packages of perfumery 
sold by them to retail dealers? 

“2, For rulings as to the taxability of 
certain articles of which they inclose 
labels? 

“They have been referred

by them. Although they may not know 
the price at which every retailer will 
sell the article sold to him by them, it

“In regard to the imported bay rum 
upon which duty has previously been 
paid, you will please inform them that 
such bay rum must be stamped in ac- 
cordance with the terms of Schedule 
B, act of June 13, 1898, before it is with- 
drawn from their warehouses, whether 
in small bottles or in bulk packages. 

“The same rule applies to the mixture 
of imported bay rum and witch-hazel.” 

All “‘bitters,’’ so-called, will be liable 
to stamping unless their non-medicinal 
character is clearly shown. The de- 
partment has ruled to this effect in 
the following letter to a New York col- 
lector: 

“Fishel & Levy, of No. 149 Franklin 
street, New York city, have written to 
this office under date of July 8, 1898, 
submitting a label used on bottles of 
Carlsbader bitters, and asking if the 
article is taxable under the War Rev- 
act.

The fact that an article retails for 
less than five cents will not exempt it 
from tax. The Commissioner has made 
this ruling clear in the following letter 
to a Connecticut manufacturer: 

“In response to your letter of the 11th 
instant, asking for a reversal of the 
ruling of this office, made on the 6th 
instant, relative to the taxability of 
your preparation called ‘Sweet Scent,’ 
I would say that this office declines to 
reverse its decision, holding such ar- 
ticle liable to stamp tax as an article 
similar to aromatic cachous, mentioned 
in Schedule B, but it may be packed 
and stamped in conformity with the 
following rules: 

“Five cents being the lowest retail 
price mentioned in Schedule B, taxa- 
ble articles retailing for a less sum may 
be packed together under one wrap- 
per, band, or other inclosure when the 
retail price of said packages shall not 
in the aggregate exceed five cents, and 
a stamp for one-eight cent shall be af- 
fixed on the outside band or wrapper, 
or other inclosure, in such a manner 
that the stamp will be wholly de- 
stroyed in opening the same. 

“In such cases each subpackage shall 
have printed thereon the words ‘Sold 
from a duly stamped package.’ ”’ 

Mechanical appliances made to per- 
form the function of cosmetics, but 
which are purely mechanical, will not 
be stamped. In reply to a letter from 
the A. L. Sonn Brush Co., of Lansing- 
burg, N. Y., Commissioner Scott says: 

“Your letter of the 7th instant is re- 
ceived. You inclose a label, which you 
say is pasted on a small box containing 
a face brush which you manufacture to 
be used on the face and hands, and put 
up one in a box, and ask if such article 
is liable to stamp tax under Schedule 
B, act of June 138, 1898. 

“After examining your label, it ap- 
pears that it is called the ‘Fulton Com- 
plexion brush,’ which improves the 
complexion and relieves pain by mas- 
sage. ‘It imparts a delicious bloom and 
removes blemishes from the face and

hands.’ In the opinion of this office, 
this is a mechanical appliance, which 
is not included within the terms of that 
part of Schedule B, which taxes per- 
fumery, cosmetics, and other similar 
articles.”

Tanners Will Make Glue. 


It is authentically reported that the 
Milwaukee tanners, who have 
fore been selling their glue stock to the 
larger glue factories throughout the 
country, have formed the United States 
Glue Company, with a paid-up capital 
of $300,000, and will erect a large mod- 
ern plant, which will be capable of 
working up 30,000,000 to 35,000,000 Ibs. of 
material annually. The manufacturing 
and sale will be in charge of a Chicago 
glue house, and the same firm has se- 
cured control of the output of a new 
factory to be erected at Gowanda, Cat- 
taraugus county, N. Y., by tanners in 
that vicinity. The product of this fac- 
tory will, it is stated, amount to about 
1,500,000 lbs. It is understood that both 
of these plants will run on high-grade 
glues, 
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A Chemical Merchant’s Black Sheep. 


There used to be a conundrum: “Why 
do white sheep eat more than black 
ones?” and the answer was, ‘‘because 
there are more of them.” Whether Mr. 
John D. Wing determined that at least 
so far as his farm was concerned, this 


answer should no longer coin- 
cide with the facts, or was actuated 
by some scientific theory concerning 


black sheep, we do not know, but a 
reporter for the Sun lately discovered 
that Mr. Wing had a flock of black 
sheep and paid that gentleman’s coun- 
try home,‘‘Sandanona,” a visit for the 
purpose of learning something about 
them. The first information the re- 
porter obtained was from the rural cab- 
man, who said that the sheep came 
from Africa, where white sheep were 
scarce. Later on Mr. L. Stuart Wing, 
who, in addition to being a close ob- 
server, is also a most veracious chron- 
icler, told the reporter that several 
years ago, his father became interested 
in black sheep, and began to study 
their character. “I am not sure,” he 
said, “but I think father has told me 
that he found that black sheep had 
great physical endurance, and I know 
he said that they had wills and ways 
of their own. Often the black sheep in 
a flock would follow his own sweet 
will, deserting the leaders and roaming 
here, there and everywhere. You know 
how it is with human black sheep. It 
appeared to be the same way with the 
genuine article. White sheep always 
follow their leader. Father collected all 
he black sheep on the place into one 
fold, and was so pleased with the flock 
of darkies that he scoured the country 
around buying up black sheep. Of 
course the farmers from whom he pur- 
chased them were glad to palm their 
black sheep off on him, for they knew 
that the wool of a black sheep is not 
salable. They said that father was the 
first man who wanted a black sheep.” 

“When these black sheep were formed 
into a flock, were they any different 
from white sheep in their method of 
living, their manners, and their mor- 
als?” asked the interviewer. 

“No, they were no different,’”’ an- 
swered Mr. Wing. “Indeed, as soon 
as they became a flock they lost their 
originality and boldness and followed 
their leader very submissively.” 

“Then they’ve reformed?” 

“Yes. Perhaps they were so disgusted 
with the wicked ways of one another 
that they all decided to be _ good. 
Other kinds of black sheep sometimes 
do that. Some time ago father found 
himself with an immense quantity of 
black wool on his hands, and he didn’t 
know what to do with it. A manufac- 
turing friend of ours in Rhode Island 
suggested that we send it to his factory 
and have it woven into cloth. We did 
so, and without the aid of a drop of dye 
the cloth turned out a most beautiful 
butternut brown, a very rich brown. 
The texture was exquisitely fine.’ 

Mr. John D. Wing, the owner of the 
sheep, had some interesting things to 
tell about them when the reporter vis- 
ited him at his New York office. 

“My collecting that flock of black 
sheep was a piece of nonsense,”’ he be- 
gan with a laugh. “I did it merely for 
fun, for my own amusement, but I 
think a great deal of them now. I be- 
gan to get them together five or six 
years ago, and the natives up in Dutch- 
ess county and all the visitors who 
come there, too, as far as that goes, 
really believe that my black sheep are 
native Africans. This amuses me, for 
they are a mixed breed, but it gave 
me the idea of calling them the Mata- 
bele flock, after the tribe of that name 
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in Africa. I go in for Southdowns, so 
some of my black sheep have very good 
blood in them, but as I picked up many 
here and there, many of them are 
farmers of very common origin. They 
are not different from a flock of white 
sheep in their ways, but I have never 
heard of any other flock of black sheep. 
I saved up the shearings for several 
years, and when I had the wool woven 
into cloth there was nearly a hundred 
yards of it, and it was as soft and fine 
as any one could want, and of a beau- 
tiful rich brown color. The next wool 
that I get from my Matabeles I intend 
to have woven by the old Acadian 
women on their hand looms. Sell it? 
Of course not. I want it to give to my 
friends, and I think it a fine idea to 
have the stuff hand woven. Indeed, I 
think a great deal of my black sheep, 
and, contrary to black sheep as they 
generally go, they give me no trouble, 
only pleasure.”

New Cuban Tariff. 


The rates of duty adopted upon ar- 
ticles imported into Santiago and other 


Cuban ports which are open will be 
those levied by the Spanish Govern- 
ment upon imports from Spain. These 


rates, known in the official tariff as the 
“fiscal” rates, in contrast with the dif- 
ferential rates levied upon imports 
from other countries, are moderate in 
most cases and are only a fraction of 
the differential rates. 

The abolition of the port charges of 
one dollar per ton upon merchandise 
entering and leaving Cuban ports will 
make a great difference in the cost of 
commerce With Santiago. The tonnage 
tax adopted in lieu of these entries and 
clearance duties is twenty cents per 
net registered ton, and will be charged 
only upon entrance and not upon clear- 
ance. There are some local charges for 
port improvements at Santiago and 
other ports, which will not be changed 
for the present, but will probably be 
wiped out or greatly reduced when they 
can be taken up. This tax at Santiago 
is 25 cents a ton on steamers, and 12% 
cents on sailing vessels, in addition to 
a small license fee. Similar but differ- 
ent charges are levied at Guantanamo 
and other ports, which will remain in 
force until they can be separately con- 
sidered by the War Department and the 
Treasury. 


The rates of duty where the differ- 
ences have been great between goods 
imported from Spain and those from 


other countries, will be made uniform. 
The duties on lard will fall 49-10 cents 
per pound, to 2 8-10 cents. 

The announcement made that vessels 
might be cleared for Santiago was sup- 
plemented by dispatches to collectors on 
the Atlantic Coast, allowing them to 
clear American or neutral vessels with 
supplies and provisions for Guantanamo 
or other ports in Spanish territory in 
possession of the military or naval 
forces of the United States. This opens 
up Cuban ports and those in Porto Rico 
to peaceful commerce as fast as they 
are brought under the American flag. It 
is not intended to make any effort to 
prevent the shipment of goods into the 
interior of Cuba, where Spanish sov- 
ereignty prevails, at reduced rates of 
duty, except so far as it may be neces- 
sary to prohibit their shipment upon 
any terms in order to prevent the sup- 
plying of the Spanish forces.

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The Artificial Indigo Classification. 


The Dyesalters’ Club of New England 
has filed with the Treasury Department 
the annexed brief by way of protest 
against the Treasury decision of March 
31, 1898, which sustained the collector, 
appraiser and naval officer of this port 
in 


classifying artificial indigo as in- 
digo instead of as a coal tar dye or 
color not specially provided for. In the 


latter case it would have paid a duty 
of 30 per cent., but under the decision 
referred to it was admitted duty free, 
as “‘indigo.”’ The brief is as follows: 
ARGUMENT. 
I. 

“It is well settled that a designation of 
an article of commerce by merchants and 
importers, when clearly established, deter- 
mines the construction of a revenue law 
when that article is mentioned.”’ 

Arthur v. Butterfield, 125 U. S. 70, 

This rule was fully recognized and es- 
tablished by the Supreme Court in the 
case of Two Hundred Chests of Tea, 9 
Wheat. 428, and has been repeatedly re- 
affirmed since. In Maddock v. Magone, 
152 U. S. 368, 371, Mr. Chief Justice Fuller, 
in delivering the opinion of the Court, re- 
marked: ‘‘Necessarily the commercial 
designation is the result of established 
usage in commerce and trade, and such 
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usage to affect a general enactment must 
be definite, uniform and general, and not 
partial, local or personal.” 

See also Arthur v. Lahey, 96 U. 8. 112; 
Arthur v. Morrison, 96 U. S. 108; Sonn v. 
Magone, 159 U. 8S. 417; Robertson v. Salo- 
mon, 130 U. S. 412; American Net & Twine 
Co, v. Worthington, 141 U. S. 468; Green- 
leaf v. Goodrich, 101 U. S. 278; Curtis v.

B. But the intent of Congress is, fortu- 
nately, not to be gathered solely from the 
meaning attaching to the word indigo in 
its ordinary sense. It can be ascertained 
beyond cavil by a brief reference to re- 
cent tariff legislation. Indigo was put on 


the free list by the act of March 2, 1861. It 
has remained there ever since. The indigo 
clause in the free list has, however, from 
time to time been enlarged in scope. From 
1861 to 1883 “indigo’’ only was free. By | 
the act of March 3, of the latter year, 
paragraph 5387, ‘‘indigo’’ and ‘‘artificial in- 


from duty, showing 
Congress manifestly regarded these 
commodities as different articles of 
Artificial indigo seems to have 
been unknown a commercial commod- 
ity at that time. The artificial production 
of indigo has, however, as is well under- 
stood by the trade, and indeed by the gen- 
eral public, long been the subject of in- 
vestigation. Mention made of this in 
the United States Dispensatory of 1884. It 
is certainly a reasonable supposition that 
persons interested in the production of ar- 
tificial indigo, recognizing that it was not 
the indigo of commerce, and anticipating 
a possible early solution of the problem, 
undertook successfully to induce Congress 
to provide for its free admission upon the 
same basis with indigo proper. The dis- 
covery of a substitute had not, in the 
opinion of the Treasury Department, been 
made as late as 1887. In that year certain 
importers sought to introduce as “‘artifi- 
cia) indigo’ merchandise which it was as- 
certained was commercially known as 
Prussian Blue. The department said that 
to give the name of artificial indigo to the 
merchandise in question was but an at- 
tempt to evade the payment or duties 
properly applicable, ‘‘inasmuch as, so far 
as can be learned, all attempts to produce 
a substance which could displace indigo 
have failed up to the present time.’’ (Syn. 
D, 8312.) 

The succeeding act of Oct, 1, 18%, struck 
artificial indigo off the free list. This was 
strictly in harmony with a tariff framed 
on avowedly protective lines, Artificial 
indigo, being of necessity obtained by a 
chemical formula, could be produced in 
this country as well as abroad. Moreover 
a strong side light on the interpretation 
by Congress of the term “indigo’’ is re- 
vealed by a statement of Senator McPher-

son of New Jersey, made during the de- 
bate which preceded the passage of this 
act. Senator McPherson was for a long 


time a leading member of the Committee 
on Finance, having in charge all tariff 
bills, and was regarded as unusually well 
intormed upon all revenue subjects; in- 
deed, it is not too much to say that he 
spoke as an expert. On July 30, 1890 (Cong. 
Rec., Vol. 21, p. 7,912), the Senator said: 
“Indigo is not an article that is raised 
very much in this country.” 

The act of Aug. 28, 1894, commonly 
known as the Wilson law, made no pro- 
vision, it is true, for artificial indigo, but 
did provide in paragraph 514 that “Indigo 
and extracts or pastes of, and carmines,”’ 
should be free. The free list was thus 
enlarged by the addition of extracts or 
pastes of indigo and carmines, which 
hitherto had been dutiable. This again 
was entirely consistent with the tariff- 
for-revenue-only principles upon which 
this bill is supposed to have been framed, 
It is submitted here that, if, as may be 
claimed, artificial indigo came in free of 
duty at any time during the period the 
Wilson bill was in force, it might have 
been so admitted as an indigo paste, 

We now come to censider the tariff act 
of July 2%, 1897. If we follow the history 
of that bill through its various legislative 
stages some significant facts will be dis- 
closed. The bill, as it went to the Senate, 
after passing the House, placed “indigo” 
only on the free list. The same bill, as it 
was reported back to the Senate on May 
4, 1897, from the Committee on Finance 
(see H. R. 379, S6th Cong., Ist Ses.), con- 
tained in paragraph 558 this amended pro- 


vision, to wit: “Indigo, whether natural 
or artificially prepared.’’ There is but one 
reasonable construction to put upon this 


action of the Senate committee. The im- 
porters and dealers interested in artificial 
indigo were aware that the House pro- 
vision was not broad enough in scope to 
include artificial indigo, They, according- 
ly, appealed to the Senate Committee to 
give them the same favorable legislation 
as that granted by the act of 1883. The 
Senate committee acceded to their de- 
mand, and when they added the amenda- 
tory words, ‘‘whether natural or arti- 
ficially prepared,’’ the members of that 
committee, charged with the conduct of 
tariff legislation, indicated clearly, so far 
as it was possible for them to do, that, in 
their opinion, indigo and artificial indigo 
were in 1897, as they had obviously been 
deemed to be in 1883, different commercial 
commodities, 


When the committee’s amendment was 
reached, however, in the Senate on June 
20, Senator Allison, on behalf of the com- 
mittee, moved that it be disagreed to, and 
this motion prevailed. (Cong. Rec., Vol. 
30, p. 2,508.) The contention—should it be 
advanced—that the committee receded on 
June 30 from their position of May 4 be- 
cause they had in the meantime become 
convinced that the House provision was 
broad enough to include artificial indigo, 
may be dismissed as improbable and ab- 
surd in the light of the legislative history 
of indigo, which we have just reviewed. 


The men who had charge of the Dingley 


act in the Senate were veteran and 
trained legislators, understanding fully 
the importance of retaining a clause 
which would have removed all possible 


obscurity and ambiguity had they in- 
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tended to put artificial indigo on the free 
list. It is proper to add that the truth is 
(an@ a little inquiry will confirm this) 
that the House provision was finally left 
unmodified because of the vigorous repre- 
sentations of American dealers in dye- 
stuffs and manufacturers of anilines and 
chemicals, who had large amounts of capi- 
tal invested in the plant indigo, and these 
representations were made after the Sen- 
ate bill had been reported on May 4, and 
while the bill was pending in the Senate. 

There can be no reasonable doubt what- 
ever but that Congress intended by the 
term “indigo’’ to designate only plant 
indigo. This view is further fortified by 
the fact that extracts and pastes of indigo 
and carmines were taken off the free list 
where they had been placed by the Wilson 
law, and again made dutiable. 

So much for the question of legislative 


intent which, it will be conceded, is en- 
titled to full review and consideration 
here, when it is borne in mind that 


“revenue laws should be so construed as 
to carry out the intention of the legisla- 
ture in passing them (Cliquot’s Cham- 
pagne, 3 Wall. 114, 145; Taylor v. U. 8., 3 
How, 197.) 

To summarize briefly, thus far, 
mitted as established that: 

1. The indigo of commerce is the natural 
indigo of plants, and not the artificial in- 
digo, which is a coal-tar derivative. The 
letters and sworn affidavits of fifteen 
reputable and firmly established business 
houses located in Boston, New York and 
Philadelphia (some of them not dealing 
directly in indigo, and therefore speaking 
without bias) expressly and impliedly af- 
firm that artificial indigo is not only not 
“clearly established’’ in trade and com- 
merce as indigo, but also that it is not 
even partially or locally so designated. 

2. The conclusion that indigo ‘‘cannot be 
distinguished in any essential particular

The exact reverse of this proposition is 
true, 

3. Revenue laws should be so construed 
as to carry out the intention of Congress, 
and Congress intended in paragraph 580 of 
the revenue law of July 24, 1897, to provide 
only for the natural indigo of plants. 

Finally, assume for the moment, for 
purposes of argument, that the proposi- 
tions just enumerated have not been con- 
clusively established. 

It will scarcely be denied that sufficient 
evidence has been produced to challenge 
the correctness of the grounds upon which 
the decision of March 31, 1898 (quoted in 
full at the beginnning of this brief), was 
expressly based. If, notwithstanding this 
uncertainty, the department should still 
adhere to its present ruling, grave injus- 
tice of a far reaching character would at 
once result to American interests of great 
moment, for the reason that the depart- 
ment by this action cut off all appeal to 
the courts, such as was contemplated in 
cases of this precise nature by the cus- 
toms administrative act of June 10, 1890, 

On the other hand, if the department, 
convinced that its decision of March 31, 
1898, was based upon inaccurate informa- 
tion, or that said decision is open to ques- 
tion, should rule and hold that artificial 
indigo is not entitled to free entry under 
paragraph 580, but is dutiable under para- 
graph 15, it would open the door to a 
judicial arbitrament of the whole question 
involved, in case the aggrieved importers 
desired it, The Drysalters’ Club of New 
England, and the dealers of indigo every- 
where, as well as the manufacturers of 
aniline dyes and chemicals, would wel- 
come such an appeal. They are not ask- 
ing for, they do protest against, a decision 
which cannot be reviewed. They are not 
asking for a ruling which must be ac- 
cepted as final; they are merely asking 
for a tentative ruling. Such a ruling could 
do no injury in any way commensurate 
with the incalculable harm which would 
result to American industries, manufac- 
turing and commercial, from an adherence 
to the present ruling. These industries 
are not local. They are not even confined 
to New England. They are spread over 
New York and the Middle Atlantic States 
as well, and they represent, moderately 
speaking, an invested capital of at least 
$20,000,000. If the door is opened to the 
free introduction of one coal-tar dye, as 
indigo, it cannot be doubted that similar 
coal-tar preparations will demand the 
same immunity, and the result will in- 
evitably be a serious blow to the indigo, 
aniline and chemical industries, in which 
American capital is so largely invested. 
Uponthe same principle which it is sought 
to invoke here in behalf of artificial in- 
digo, so called, coal-tar scarlet, for ex- 
ample, could, with quite as much consist- 
ency, be admitted free of duty, because 
the cochineal of commerce is on the free 
list. 

The act of July 2, 1897, was expressly 
stated, among other things, to be an act 
“to encourage the industries of the United 
States,” and this has been repeatedly 
recognized by the department in interpret- 
ing this particular tariff law. 

“it is well known that the cardinal idea 
which pervades the present tariff act is 
that of protection to American indus- 
tries.’’ (Syn. D. 19,423.) - 

To conclude in a word: 

1. The indigo of commerce is the indigo 
derived from plants, and plants enly. 

2. Indigo artificially prepared from coal- 
tar product is not the indigo of commerce, 
and is consequently not entitled to free 
entry, but should be classed as a coal-tar 
dye or color not especially provided for.

LINSEED OIL.—The market contin- 
ues in a somewhat demoralized state by 
reason of the absence of demand. It 
would appear that the larger consum- 
ers were approaching the time when 
their necessities will force them into 
the market, but with seed showing a 
declining tendency and receipts of new 
crop Southwestern already reported at 
Chicago, there is a disposition to await 
further developments, which are be- 
lieved to be likely to favor buyers. 
There have been all kinds of rumors in 
Wall street this week relative to the ef- 
fects of the recent attempts to corner 
the seed market, and the damage it has 
done to its promoters, and these ru- 
mors, coupled with other reports of a 
movement which looks like concerted 
action on the part of the independent 
mills, all tend to keep the trade guess- 
ing as to what is going to happen. City 
crushers reduced their prices to 37@38c. 
on Wednesday, and out of town oil is 
now readily procurable at 35c., but the 
whole situation remains more or less 
nominal in the absence of demand. 

COTTONSEED, REFINED. — The 
week has been thoroughly unsatisfac- 
tory to the trade, the midsummer dull- 
ness having developed to the fullest ex- 
tent, with all conditions rather’ un- 
favorable to business, There have been 
some offers on continental account in 
the market, but they do not yield bet- 
ter than 23%c, here, and at that fig- 
ure holders of prime yellow are not 
disposed to release stocks. The heavy 
importations by the continent during 
the first half of the year doubtless give 
those markets some reserve stock to 
trade upon, and the reports of the 
heavy cotton crop, with possibly some- 
what exaggerated notions of what the 
stock here amounts to, have a _ ten- 
dency to make buyers hold off, in an- 
ticipation of a weakening here. Hold- 
ers, however, are confident that the re- 
quirements of the consuming trade here 
and abroad will be sufficient to take up 
a good share of all the oil available 
before new crop comes in, and there is 
no pressure to sell. While a little oil 
could be picked up at 23%c., no con- 
siderable quantity could be had below 
24c., and the development of anything 
like a sharp demand would quickly 
drive most holders up to 25c. or bet- 
ter. For an oil that would bleach white 
24%c,. would now be paid, but there is 
very little of this stock to be found 
anywhere. There has been consider- 
able business done at New Orleans, and, 
with an easier freight market there, it 
is expected that there will be more lib- 
eral sales for August shipment at the 
firm views of holders. The condition 
of affairs in Cuba and Porto Rico are 
looked upon as promising an_ early 
opening of those markets, and this also 
has a tendency to strengthen the views 
of sellers. The sales for the week are 
unimportant, and include about 2,000 
bbls. off yellow at New Orleans at 2ic., 
900 bbls. at 22c., and 500 bbls. at 21%éc., 
present bids from Marseilles being at 
about 2lc. for New Orleans shipment. 
Here there are reported 200 bbls. prime 
summer yellow at 23%c., 500 do. at 
23%c., 300 do. at 23% @24c., and 50 bbls. 
of crude at 18c. Nothing is doing in 
white oil, but there are sales of 600 bbls. 
winter yellow at 29c.

LARD.—With the market for lard 
strengthening, pressers and dealers are 
disposed to be firm in their views as to 
the price of oil, notwithstanding that 
some lots of Western have been placed 
at lower figures during the past week.

WHALE AND SPERM.—There have 
been no sales of crude at New Bedford 
and only small atrivals, and quotations 
are entirely nominal. Bleached are in 
light request, with prices unchanged. 


Mineral Oils. 


BLACK,—A fair demand is reported 
for summer at 6@6l4c. 

CYLINDER STOCKS.—Dealers _re- 
port a good demand for nearly all 
grades, though buyers, as a rule, are 
particular as to quality, and require the 
best filtered stocks obtainable, though 
the low price of other grades proves at- 
tractive to some buyers. There have 
been offerings of outside lots, but no 
important sales are reported. 

NEUTRAL.—Some improvement is 
reported in the demand, especially for 
the light grades, and considerable sales 
have been made at current quotations. 

PARAFFINE.—tThe demand for this 
class of oils shows increase, the move- 
ment being of goodly proportions, the 
low prices quoted making these oils de- 
sirable.

PARAFFINE WAX.—The shipments 
during the past week have again been 
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larger, aggregating about 1,850,000 Ibs. 
There is no new business reported in 
outside lots, however, shippers refusing 
to entertain offers and rarely make bids. 
Pressers ask 2%c. for 124@126 m. p., 
though 25¢c. would probably be accept- 
ed for a large lot. The demand for 
home use continues good. The principal 
holders quote crude at 8@3%c. for 117 
m. p. and 3c. for 124@126 m. p. We 
quote refined at 4%c. for 125 m. p., 5c. 
for 130 m. p. and 5%c. for 135 m. p. 
For 140 m. p. 10@1ic. is asked. 


LARD.—The week has not been a 
very satisfactory one in lard and has 
disappointed those who take evena 
conservatively hopeful view of the mar- 
ket. Yellow fever reports have had 
more or less influence in depressing the 
market, but a dull consuming demand 
and the lack of anything like substan- 
tial support from any other interest. 
The close on Saturday last was 2% 
points above our figure, or 5.70c. for 
Sept. and 5.72\%c. for Oct.,with cash lard 
at 5.90c. for Western in tierces here and 
5@5%c. for city. On Monday after 
opening 2% points up there was a 
break of 5 points, but a subsequent re- 
covery to Saturday's prices. Tuesday 
opened firm with hogs, which were in 
smaller supply than had been estimat- 
ed, but this was not supported by other 
influences and there was a slump of 10 
points, 2% of which was subsequently 
recovered. Sellers were anxious to get 
from under on Wednesday and the 
market went off a few points, but later 
in the day, with grain showing more 
firmness and some’ contradictions of 
yellow fever reports, the market recov- 
ered and closed 2% points up for the 
day, September being quoted 5.65c. and 
October 5.70c. There was a further im- 
provement on Thursday, but this was 
subsequently lost, and at the close an- 
other 5 was dropped, and this was fol- 
lowed yesterday by a stronger market 
after the opening with an advance of 5 
points, after which, under small busi- 
ness, there was a break and the market 
closed with a loss of 5 points for the 
day, at 5.55c. for September and 5.60c, 
for October. 

To-day the market opened up 2% 
points and ciosed steady at 5.57%e. 
for September and 5.62%c. for October. 
Cash lard closed at 5@5.50c. for city 
and 5.80c. for Western in tierces here. 

Refined lard is quiet and a shade low- 
er, in sympathy with the dull tone of 
provisions. We quote export packages, 
6@6%4c. Compound is unchanged and 
steady at 44@4%c., while neutral has 
been a little stronger, and is quotable at 
6c. for city and Western. 

TALLOW.—Under the good export 
movement of last week melters had 
their views so far strengthened that 
they have been firm holders this week 
at 3%c. for prime city. That price has 
not been obtainable, however, and the 
actual trading price is difficult to 
name. The Continental demand has 
apparently been supplied, and as a re- 
sult the market has assumed a quieter 
appearance, although thus far goods 
have not been pressing for sale to the 
extent of producing any weakness in 
price. The home trade have bought 
sparingly at the advanced quotations 
and are complaining somewhat of dull- 
ness in their products. We quote, city 
3%@3%c. and country 354@3%e. 

The Chicago market improved mate- 
rially during the week and there have 
been liberal sales of prime melters at 
4c., but at the close advices from that 
market indicate that the improvement 
is not fully sustained. 

At the outports offerings are light 
and prices relatively higher than in 
New York. Edible has been selling in 
moderate quantities at the other sea- 
board markets, as well as here, at 3% 
@4c. 

STEARINE.—There has been a bet- 
ter demand for oleo and grease stear- 
ines, the former having sold to the ex- 
tent of 250,000 lbs. at 5c., with that fig- 
ure quoted at the close both here and 
at Chicago. There have also been con- 
siderable sales of yellow grease stear- 
ine at 35c. here, and the demand for 
this grade continues at the close. Lard 
stearine is dull and somewhat neglect- 
ed, with city quoted nominally at 6%@ 
6%c. 

GREASE.—There has been a fair de- 
mand for packers’ grease and the mar- 
ket is strong, especially at the West. 
We quote here: White, 35%@4%c.; yel- 
low, 2%@3c.; brown, 2%@2%c.; bone 
and soap, 2%@3%c.

Conditions are apparently changing 
in a manner not relished by producers, 
as the price of crude, instead of ad- 
vancing to the dollar mark, which had 
confidently been expected, has de- 
clined, and the goal now appears to be 
farther off than for some months. A 
large proportion of the wells being 
brought in continue of small capacity, 
but during the past week there were 
a few notable exceptions, and it is ex- 
pected that the new production will 
show a large increase, although the 
daily reports of runs do not indicate 
an important change. The wells in 
the Ohio fields continue to come in 
small, evidence of which we gave last 
week in the list of wells recently com- 
pleted. Thus far during the present 
month the deliveries of Pennsylvania 
oil have exceeded the runs, but neither 
have been so large as during the past 
two or three months. The lower prices 
will have a tendency to check field op- 
erations, though the effect of this may 
not be apparent at once, as wells al- 
ready commenced will be completed, 
and it will only be made manifest 
when the record of new work under 
way is compiled at the close of the 
month, There has been little doing on 
the exchanges and the drop in price 
has caused operators to lower their 
bids for certificates to the same figures 
quoted by the purchasing agencies for 
credit balances. 





Refined and Products. 


There has been very little demand 
for refined in barrels for export, but 
the reduction in price will doubtless 
stimulate the demand. The season of 
smaller requirements will soon draw to 
a close and a larger demand may be 
looked for. The total engagements 
during the past week amount to about 
150,000 ‘bbis., nearly all for bulk ship- 
ment. The price of barreled oil has 
been reduced to 6.10c. for New York 
loading, and to 6.05c, for Philadelphia 
loading. The principal foreign markets 
are steady. Quotations to-day by cable 
were: Antwerp, 17%f.; Bremen, 6.25m.; 
London, 5d., and Liverpool, 54%@54d. 
Freight rates were steady at 1s, 9d@1s, 
1044d., hence to London, and Is. 9d.@3s. 
3d. to Continental ports, as to port and 
vessel. Home trade lots have been in 
fair request, and are easier on the 
basis of 6c. for 150 degrees water white 
from tanks and 9c. in barrels. 

Cases for export have been in active 
request, and sales of about 350,000 are 
reported. The price for plain tops has 
been reduced to 6.75c. Freight rates are 
firm. The nominal rates for large ves- 
sels are: For Amoy, 23@24c.; Bombay, 
164%2@17c.; Calcutta, 16@18c.; Colombo, 
22@238c.; Java, 22@23c.; Pedang, 22@23c.; 
Hong Kong, 22@23c.; Japan, 23@24c.; 
Saigon, 20@22c.; Shanghai, 24@25c.; 
Singapore, 18@19c.; Yokohama, 20@24c.

INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES, ' 


General trade conditions appear to be 
somewhat more satisfactory, the re- 
ports from most sections indicating an 
increase in the volume of trade, while 
the prospects are regarded as of the 
most encouraging character. The suc- 
cess of our army and navy and the 
prospects of early peace tend to give 
confidence in the future, and there is 
consequently less hesitancy to engage 
in operations involving future require- 
ments. In the lines of trade represent- 
ed by the Reporter there has been 
some improvement in the movement of 
paints, oils and chemicals, although the 
increase is not important, though un- 
usual at this season of the year, and 
it is regarded as auguring well for an 
early opening of the fall trade. 
From the industrial centers the te- 
ports continue encouraging, the only 
exception being the textile industry, 
which appears to be languishing, 
and some of the cotoon mills at the 
East are about to close for an indefi- 
nite period owing to overproduction and 
the generally stagnant condition of 
trade in those lines. Reports from the 
metal trades indicate a degree of activ- 
ity and prosperity never before exceed- 
ed, probably in great measure due to 
the requirements for war purposes, al- 
though in lines not directly affected 
thereby active operations are also re- 
ported. The labor situation is becom- 
ing more unsatisfactory, there  be- 
ing a feeling of dissatisfaction and un- 
rest in several industries; notably is 
this the case among the miners at the 
West and South, Several strikes of 
minor importance are reported, and the 
garment makers here threaten to go 
on strike, and trouble in the building 
trades is also brewing. The principal 
agricultural staples have shown mod- 
erate variations during the past week, 
but no important change has taken 
place. Wheat opened on Monday at 82c., 


land has varied but slightly from day 


to day, the extreme range having been 
82@83c., with the close on Friday at 
82%c. for July delivery. Corn has va- 
ried from 36%@37%c., closing on Friday 
at 37c. Oats opened at 27\%c., and grad- 
ually weakened to 265¢c., but closed at 
26%c.

The supply of grain 
and cotton bills was larger, with 
rates easy throughout the week.

LINSEED OIL IN PRINTER'S INK AND 
LITHOGRAPHER’S VARNISH. 

Empirical methods and mysterious 
processes have had their day in the 
treatment of linseed oil in the prepara- 
tion of lithographic varnishes, printing 
inks and dry colors. In this age of 
ceaseless investigation and experiment- 
ing, when untrodden fields are eagerly 
sought, when painting, coloring and 
varnishing become more and more 
purely mechanical operations, and less 
and less an art or a science; when the 
tendency of the times is constantly in 
the direction of “everything ready for 
use’; when trade secrets, long with- 
held, are wrung from the silent and 
reluctant past, it seems as if mechani- 
cal engineering was the only modern 
avocation really worth mastering in 
order to keep pace with industrial 
progress. 

Mechanical engineering Is growing 
more and more in favor, not only be- 
cause it tends to exclude manual la- 
bor, but because it creates appliances 
eapable of insuring a more perfect 
working of ingredients or raw materi- 
als, reduces the possibility or risk of 
error, and thus relieves the progressive 
manufacturer of endless details of im- 
mediate supervision, which required his 
almost undivided attention under older 
methods and systems. 

Only fifteen years ago a man was a 
chemical genius who knew how to pro- 
duce from iron sulphate and prussiate 
of potash, by the chloride of lime pro- 
cess of oxidation, a ferro-cyanide blue 
having beautiful tinting properties and 
giving richer tones, with white, than 
commercial Prussian blue.”’ This beau- 
tiful pigment was, at the time, made by 
only two or three houses, and called 
special Chinese Blue; now almost 
any color maker in this broad land 
knows how to produce it. There is no 
longer any eecret as to the chemical 
formula or the “‘modus operandi” for 
the production of this “Chinese” blue. 

It is no longer of interest, nowadays, 
how to make the very same blue pig- 
ment, by the same or any other chem- 
ical process. What is of interest is the 
quickness with which it can be made, 
or how to obtain from 100 pounds of 
potash a larger yield or percentage of 
blue. The question is no longer purely 
scientific, but a more commercial one. 

Modern color making differs from 
color making as understood twenty- 
five years ago, in that it is no longer 
considered as a branch of chemistry, 
but rather as a branch of chemical en- 
gineering. And the best proof of it is 
that nitric acid and chloride of lime, 
bi-chromate and chlorate of potash, are 
no longer the indispensable oxidizing 
agents of the white precipitate. The 
intense oxidizing can now be produced 
directly and instantly from atmos- 
pheric air or by electrolytic methods, 
without the use of chemical oxidizing 
agents. 

Some color houses owe their success 
to the manufacture of cyanide blues, 
others to paris green (none to chrome 
yellows or chrome greens), and _ the 
most progressive owe their success to 


the manufacture of fine aniline lakes 
for printing and lithography. It may 
surprise the casual observer, but the 


plain fact is that the manufacture of 
printing ink in the largest cities of the 
United States consumes more fine 
lakes, dry colors and blacks than the 
manufacture of paints. 

In the production of lithographers’ 
colors and printers’ inks, as has been 
the case with the manufacture of var- 
nishes, empirical methods and mys- 
terious processes have been displaced 
by modern machinery, and with the 
introduction of every new contrivance 
or labor saving device the trade se- 
crets pertaining to the manufacture of 
printing ink, the formula so jealously 
kept for generations by a few favored 
houses, have gradually leaked out, and 
now are public property. 

The chemist who, twenty-two years 
ago, made known to the world through 
a scientific paper the apparently sim- 
ple fact that soluble lead salts could 
precipitate from its solution a potassic 
salt of tetrabrom of fluorescein in the 
form of a lake, hardly suspected that 
by so doing he was dealing a death 
blow to the manufacture of quicksilver 
vermilion, and, in a measure, revolu- 
tionizing the dry color industry by 
showing that some aniline pigments 
could be made equally if not more 
permanent than pigments made by old- 
er methods, 





For years but a few color houses 
knew the secret of making eosine ver- 
milion. Nowadays the secret is known 


not only to every color maker but also 


to any man connected with the paint 
trade. The world at large may not 
know what is a soluble lead salt, and 
a great deal less what is meant by tet- 
rabrom of fluorescein; but every help- 
er and assistant color maker well 
knows that it means sugar lead and 
eosine. This being known, the rest of 
the process in the manufacture of eo- 
sine vermilion is purely mechanical. 
Still more simple has the manufac- 
ture of printing ink become. The in- 
gredients being known, the process is 
purely mechanical. Roller mills, mix- 
ers, kneading and grinding machines, 
were for centuries used in different 
branches of industry. Their introduc- 
tion, In a slightly modified form, into 
the manufacture of printing ink has

There may be, for the non-initiated, 
a little confusion when it comes to dis- 
tinguish between a job black, a gloss 
black, a wood-cut black, a quick drier 
black, a news black, a card black, a 
book black, a half tone black, an an- 
tique effect printing black, an indel- 
ible document black. Some ten or fif- 
teen other proprietory names could be 
added to this list or nomenclature. We 
do not propose to criticise them, as 
they illustrate that American tendency 
to specialization already referred to in 
a preceding article. We prefer to 
leave the responsibility for the exist- 
ence of so many names to the “con- 


noisseur’” who, upon seeing such inks 
on paper, is experienced or shrewd 
enough to recognize, with or without 


the use of a magnifier, their individu- 
ality. 

It has been claimed that there are 
art critics who have such an acute 
sense of color, a visual organ so well 
trained, and an intimate knowledge of 
special characteristics in the different 
schools of oil painting, that they can 
tell a Raphael from a Michel Angelo, a 
Bouguereau from a Cabanel, a Rubens 
from a Fortuny, a Fra Angelico from a 
Leonardo da Vinci, an Ingres from a 
David, or a Courbet, and all they need 
is to take a magnifier and examine the 
color used, rather than the art with 
which it was spread upon the canvas. 
The name on a painting is not always 
the sure indication to go by in ascer- 
taining the authenticity of a master- 


piece; but to the expert it is a revela-

production of a given tone or in the 
blending of two or more colors. 

It is evident that none of the cele- 
brated masterpieces of the Florentine, 
the Lombard, the Roman, the Bolog- 
nese or the Neapolitan schools could 
have been painted with such pigments 
as for instance aureolin yellow, that 
superb pigment (double nitrite of co- 
balt and potassium) introduced in the 
year 1860. And for the very same rea- 
son, ultramarine blue cannot be found 
in an oil painting anterior to the year 
1826; chrome yellow cannot be found in 
a painting anterior to 1818. On the 
other hand, lapis luzuli or cinnabar can- 
not be found in a modern painting; 
while the presence of alizarine lakes is 
evidence that the painting belongs to 
a modern school. 


We are told that David had a peculi- 
ar fondness for Naples yellow; Ingres 
for Van Dyke brown, Gudin for sienna, 
Raphael for lapis luzuli, and Michel 
Angelo for malachite and mineral cin- 
nabar. This may be true, but it seems 
to us that the ‘‘peculiarity’” of that 
fondness was mostly attributable to 
the fact that the old masters’ palette 
was naturally Hmited to only a very 
few mineral colors of great durability. 
The modern painter, thanks to the 
manufacturer of artificial colors and 
chemical pigments, has such an infi- 
nite variety of tones and tints to select 
from, that, instead of welcoming a new 
color capable of extending the chro- 
matic range of his palette, he rather 
favors anything which may tend to re- 
duce the number; the question of per- 
manency, In this particular application 
fully justifies most severe restrictions. 

There are second hand book dealers 
in Munich, in Berlin and in Paris; 
there are ‘“Bouquinistes’” with book 
stands on the ‘Quai de la Seine,’ who 
can tell you all about the authenticity 
and commercial value of an old book 
by a careful scrutiny of the color of 
the printing Ink or the extent to which 
such color hag faded. There is, for in- 
stance, a copy of the Bible, supposed 
to be 200 years old, the ink is no longer 
black, but rather yellowish green of a 
dark tone. This indicates to the expert 
second hand book dealer a great deal 
more than the date of the edition, the 
shape of the initials, the Gothic or the 
Dutch type. The peculiar color of the 
ink in a book printed 200 years ago can- 
not be imitated by admixtures. It is 
true, Wwe can now produce what is 
termed an “antique effect’? black print- 
ing ink, and this by adding a scarlet 
orange lake to the black; but what can- 
not be imitated is the fading of the 
pigment, due to the discoloration of the 
paper and its effect on the aspect of 
the ink. 

WORKING QUALITIES REQUIRED FROM 
LINSEED OIL IN PRINTING INK. 

If there is a branch in manufacturing 
in which linseed oil deserves special 
and careful treatment, this is certainly 





in the preparation of printing ink for 
paper, calico, oil cloth or linoleum. 

To apply a mixture of linseed oil and 
pigment on a wood or metallic surface 
by means of a brush requires but a 
gentle pressure which the peculiar con- 
atruction of the brush reduces to the 
minimum. To apply a liquid paint or 
kalsomine size to a wall by means of 
the pneumatic pump, as per process 
first developed in the year 1893 in paint- 
ing the buildings of the Chicago 
World’s Fair, requires still less pres- 
sure, the coating being produced by 
that force of adhesion already referred 
to in a previous chapter. But when it 
comes to the application of a mixture 
of linseed oil and pigment, called 
printing ink, on paper, vellum, calico 
or linen, by means of the printing press 
the principle of application is entirely 
different, absolute uniformity of pres- 
sure being necessary. The viscosity, 
the drying property of the oil have to 
be further developed so as to counter- 
act the porous condition of the sur- 
face. 

In most paints 
thicker the film 


and varnishes, the 
the better the paint 
or the varnish. In printing ink, it is 
just the reverse, the thinner the film, 
the better the ink, providing that it 
give a print or image free from blurs. 
Intensity of coloration is the first re- 
quirement of a printing ink. A printing 
ink Is part a paint and part a dye. It 
needs drying power more than a paint 
or a varnish, and, like a dye, it needs 
mordancing and high staining proper- 
ties. 

All oils, and especially fixed oils, 
leave a permanently oily mark on 
paper, which penetrates the pores so 
deeply that the transparency imparted 
by the stain goes through the sheet 
and shows on both sides. This peculiar 
property in linseed oil, while very de- 
sirable in paints or varnishes, would 
be a most serious objection in printing 
ink which is to be applied on both 
sides of a paper, or in oilcloth or lin- 
oleum which is to be applied on can- 








vas backing. The penetrative power 
of the oil in such cases must be coun- 
teracted or reduced, owing to the ex- 
treme porosity or absorbing power of 
the linen, cloth or paper surface. This 
is done by increasing the thickness or 
viscosity of the oil vehicle, and using 
only well-settled oll free from solid 
fats, mucilage or ‘‘foots.”’ 

If we let a drop of heavy body boiled 
oil remain in contact with sized or un- 
sized paper, we can notice that, con- 
trary to the raw linseed oil of normal 
viscosity, the heavy body linseed oib 


does not stain the paper on the op- 
posite 


side, not even if the oil is 
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pressed on the paper. On this is 


based the preparation of printers’ anda 
lithographers’ varnish olls; the oil acte 
ing as a vehicle and binding agent of 


the pigment to the surface, without 
penetrating or staining the surface 
throughout. 


LINSEED OIL TREATMENT FOR PRINT- 
ING INK PREPARATIONS. 

In a previous article, under the head- 
ing of “Linseed Oil Films in Their Re- 
lations to Viscosity,’ four different 
methods were described for increasing 
the original viscosity of linseed oil to 
any degree desired. Without golng 
over the details of the processes and 
repeating the description of apparatus 
and formulae, we shall simply men- 
tion these methods in the order of their 
relative importance. They are: 

Ist. Bodying linseed oil by means of 
heat. 

2d. Bodying linseed oil by 
of oleates or Resinates. 

3d. Bodying linseed oil by means of 
partial] saponification.

4th. Bodying linseed oil by a current 
of air oxygen or ozonized air. 
The different kinds of heavy body 


linseed oll obtained by the above methe- 
ods are all suitable for mixing with 
blacks and making reducing varnishes 
intended for printing inks. 

Refined linseed oil free from residual 
fats or mucilage should be used in all 
cases. Any well-settled raw linseed 
oil, treated by the Fuller’s Earth proce 





ess will do. Non-refined oil, as already 
sald, gives a greasy ink. 

As in the manufacture of printing 
inks, the oil is to be mixed with either 
blacks, or very intense tinting colors, 
the use of bleached linseed oil offers no 
advantage over refined unbleached oll, 
except perhaps in the manufacture of 
the new tint inks, extremely light in 
color and mostly composed of a white 
base. 

The film produced by a well-prepared 
ink on paper, under the action of a 
modern press, is so thin that the phyl- 
loxanthin or vegetable yellow coloring 
matter of linseed oil has no apprecia- 
ble effect on the color of the ink. In 
white or nearly white printing inks 
only, there is a reason for using color- 
less or bleached linseed oil.

apparatus required 
linseed oil has been described 
length and elaborately illustrated in 
Chapter XI. of this series, uncer the 
heading ‘‘Boiled Linseed Oils,” the ap- 
paratus described being the large, sta- 
tionary kettle mounted on a fire-brick 
furnace. Printing inks can be pre- 
pared in the very same manner, but us- 
ing a kettle of smaller dimensions. One 
of 500 gals. capacity will enable us to 
produce 200 gals. in one operation, al- 
lowance of 8-5 space being made for 
the expansion and effervescence of the 
oil under the action of heat and chem- 
ical driers. 

Smaller quantities of oil could be 
treated in a steel kettle mounted on 
a truck, as per illustration No. 1, with 
fireplace underneath, or in a regular 
varnish copper. kettle’ (illustration 
No. 2). 

There are four different categories of 
boiled oils used in the manufacture of 
printing ink: 
ist. Pure, refined, bleached linseed oil, 


soft. 

2d. Pure, refined, unbleached linseed 
oil, medium. 

3d. Pure, refined unbleached linseed 
oil, hard, 

4th. Pure, refined, burnt linseed oil, 


extra hard. 

The first above-named grade is pro- 
duced from refined, bleached linseed 
oil, which is boiled in open kettle, at a 
temperature ranging from 550 to 575 
deg. Fah., during 6 to 8 hours. No 
drier in this case is necessary. This oil 
is used generally for reducing the fine 
body whites, any paste printing ink 
which is to print white or tinted 
whites, and for the most intense white 


tints. It is called a soft oil. 

The second-named oil, or pure, re- 
fined, unbleached linseed oil, medium 
hard, is made the same as No. 1, as to 
temperature and time of boiling, but 
with the addition of 1 per cent. in 
weight of manganese oxide; the boil- 


ing being continued until the oil Is of 
the consistency of treacle. The oil 
used in this case need not be bleached, 
as the addition of drier darkens it. 

The third-named oil, or “hard-boiled 
oil,” is made from refined, unbleached 
linseed oil, and the bolling done with 5 
per cent. litharge as a drier. The 
eration should be conducted at 575 deg. 
Fah., and the heating prolonged at 
least 8 hours. The oil is then “stringy” 
and very rapid drying. 

In boiling the above oils, the 
details of the process should be 
ducted as per description in Part XI 
this They have already 
Ziven at length and need no repetition 
here.

the fourth-named oil, called 
“burnt hard oil,” it is produced in a 
different kettle, the ordinary varnish, 
copper kettle, as per illustration No. 2. 
The oil used is refined, unbleached lin- 
seed. It must be absolutely free from 
“foots,” as otherwise it would surely 
“liver up” or partly coagulate during 
the burning process. The heat should 
be applied so that the temperature of 
the oil reaches the 500-deg. mark in 
less than an hour, and from that mo- 
ment the oil should be maintained at 
500 deg. for about 4 hours. Then the 
temperature should gradually be raised 
to 600 deg., and the flashing point, 
when the oil vapors thus produced can 


be ignited by approaching a lighted 
match to the surface of the oil, a 
dense, fuliginous flame being  pro- 
duced. This flame should be subdued 
by covering the kettle and the heat 
maintained at 600 deg. for an hour | 
longer, when the oil will be found so 


heavy in “body” or of such a degree of 
viscosity, that it cannot be emptied 
from a %-in, test-tube turned upside 
down. 

This oil is made without drier. 

There are quite a number of other 
binding vehicles, such as gloss varnish 
oils, for printing over black and col- 
ored inks. There are dead gloss oils, 
which dry flat instead of glossy; there 
are heavy body driers and slow drying 
fluids; and finally, there are dark and 
light sizes for dusting on, or for the 
application of bronze printing colors. 

Then there are also special vehicles 
for making, with blacks or colored pig- 
ments, different kinds of ink answer- 
ing the requirements of lithographic 
drawings, photo-lithography, transfer 
lithography, oleography, and chromo- 
lithography. These inks differ in the 
proportion of resinates, oleates or me- 
tallic soaps that they contain. 

In modern printing, the press plays 
as important a part in the result as 
the ink itself. Too much pressure or 
too prolonged contact of the ink with 
the paper, causes blurring. The light- 
er the film the quicker the drying; in 
drying, when a yellowish, oily mark 
surrounds the type impression, it is 


evidence that the oil was not boiled 
sufficiently.

often due to the presence of “mucilage” 
or “foots” in a non-refined linseed oil. 
The ink in this case is termed 
“preasy.”’ 

The addition of a resinate of lime and 
glycerine to the oil, during the process 
of boiling, gives a printing ink varnish 
more suitable for half-tones and cuts 
where fine lines are liable to ‘clog up” 
in a fat varnish oil. Less oil and more 
gumming matter is advisable in this 
case, 

The addition of oleate of alumina or

Rosin oils, obtained by the dry dis- 
tillation of common rosin, give very 
economical vehicles of great density 
and viscosity, well adapted for mixing 
with lampblack and manufacturing 
cheap newspaper inks, 
SPECIAL COLORS FOR USE 

PRINTING INKS. 

During the past ten years the wide- 
spread use of photographic engraving 
and the progress accomplished in the 
direction of the three-color process, 
have given a fresh impetus to the man- 
ufacture of fine colors and lakes for 
in connection with printers and 
lithographers’ varnishes made from 
linseed oil. 

The old pigments made from natural 
colors, such as cinnabar, malachite and 
lapis luzuli, and used by the old mas- 
ters in their superb paintings, have 
been replaced by chemical colors, such 
lead chromates, copper arsenites, 
mercuric sulphides, ferro-cyanide blues, 
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commercially termed chrome 
emerald green, quicksilver vermilions 
and Prussian blues. Opacity and bril- 
liancy are the main qualities of a pig- 
ment for painting, A few translucent 
pigments, such carmine, scarlet, 
crimson, alizarine and gambodge lake, 
are used by the painter with extreme 
caution; and what applies to modern 
painting applies also to modern color 
printing. 

Poster colors have to be intense, but 
| their permanency is not always a main 
requirement. The method of their ap- 
plication varies from the flat tint 
blocks to the three plates required for 
the three color process. Black no 
longer necessary for the key-plate in 
color printing, as was the case with 
the beautiful typo-gravures of only 
ten years ago. The half-tone key- 
plate now forms the basis of the dif- 
ferent color plates. As the colors have 
often to be superposed in order to 
show certain combinations or effects, 
the main quality of a pigment for such 
use is not opacity, but, on the contrary, 
translucency or transparency, as the 
light must filter through the different 
films in order to show the desired com-

bination. 
Geranium lakes, orange scarlets, 
madder lakes, brilliant greens and 


auramine lakes, are, with transparent 
blue lakes, the most desirable colors 
for the manufacture of fine colored 
printing inks, generally used in the 
three color process. Prussian blue, 
Chinese and bronze blue give an ink 
too opaque. Ultramarine blue is far bet- 
..ter suited, but, while more perma- 
nent than blue lake, it is not, 
in many cases ,sufficiently transparent. 
When a yellow printing ink is applied 
ever blue, or vice versa, with a view to

producing a green color effect, the up- 
yer color, if opaque, appears alone, 
without showing the combination or 
binary color that was expected. 

In monochrome printing, and espe- 
cially with opaque bronze blue, the 
bronze effect cannot appear, sometimes, 
with one printing. Two successive 
printings are required in order to avoid 
“spotting.” The intensity and opacity 
in a color pigment, for single color 
printing, are therefore important re- 
quirements. 

When the bronze effect is due to the 
excess of aniline contained in a lake, 
the less the proportion of linseed oil, 
the more “bronzy”’ the effect. This ap- 
plies also to metallic bronze color print- 
ing in which a varnish size gives a bet- 
ter result than a varnish oil, a sharper 
print and a more brilliant tone. 


MECHANICAL APPLIANCES FOR MIXING 
PRINTING VARNISHES WITH 
PIGMENTS. 

With a slight modification, the very 
same appliances used for mixing paints 
in paste form can be used in the prepa- 
ration of printing inks. For newspaper 
black ink, in which rosin oils and lamp 
black are the main ingredients, a mixer 
with strong iron blades is all that is 
necessary to insure a paste sufficiently 

homogeneous. 

For better grades of black inks and 
for color printing inks, a more perfect 
mixing can be insured by the use of the 
kneading machine as_ per illustration 
No. 3.

COVERING CAPACITY OF PRINTING INK. 

The covering capacity of a printing 
ink is greater than that of a paint. One 
gallon of black printing ink, if made 
from linseed oil and lampblack, and 
applied by a modern printing press, 
will cover more than 450 square feet on 
smooth, sized paper, such as is used for 
cuts. There is no loss in the applica- 
tion of a printing ink, as the work is au- 
tomatic and there is hardly any absorp- 
tion as in wood. 

Whether a modern cylinder press, @ 
rotary press for black and colors, or a 
job printing press is used, the quantity 
of ink required for feeding the rollers 
can be accurately and uniformly meas- 
ured, providing the printing ink is of 
the consistency required. 

LINSEED OIL IN OIL CLOTH AND LINO- 
LEUM. 

The application of linseed oil on can- 
vas backing by means of machinery or 
by hand, embodies the production of 
very important commercial products 
known under the name of linoleum and 
oilcloth. 

Linoleum, its name _ implies, is 
composed of linseed oil. It differs from 
oilcloth to the same extent as a floor 
paint differs from a house paint. One 
is compounded so as to resist the action 
of atmospheric influences, the other is 
intended to withstand the “foot wear.” 

The same considerations which apply 
to paints and varnishes apply to the 
manufacture of oilcloth. The ground, 
which in this case is canvas backing, 
has to be first prepared by means of a 
filler. Protruding threads or fibers are 
removed from cloth by passing through 
a cylinder machine which acts on a sur- 
face like pummice stone on a coarse 
grained wood ground. The next thing 
to be done is the filling. In the case of 
oilecloth, the filling is done by two or 
three successive coats of alumina sili- 
cate, ground in an oil size of extreme 
thickness. After the first application

PRINTING INK AS DOCUMENTARY EVI- 
DENCE BEFORE THE COURT 
The authenticity of a _ printed or 


written document is often an extremely 
difficult matter for a judge or jury to 
determine. The nature of the ink and 
the extent to which it has faded 
sometimes afford a most important 
clue, 

A few years ago, in Germany, a suit 
involving nearly one million marks was 
lost upon the evidence afforded by the 
nature of the ink. The document was a 
will, dated 1850, written in red, supposed 
to be carmine ink. The signature was 
authentic, but there was a doubt as to 
the authenticity of the date. The ex- 
pert in handwriting called for the as- 
sistance of a chemist and the question 
was settled beyond doubt by the fol- 
lowing simple test: 

The document was laid on a table and 
a Grop of hot water placed on the writ- 
ing. Immediately the drop of water as- 
sumed a greenish fluorescent color, in- 
dicating clearly that the coloring mat- 
ter contained in the ink, was not car- 
mine, but eosine, or in other words, an 
aniline color of comparatively recent 
invention and which did not exist in 
the year 1850, the date of the docu- 
ment. 

A similar test would also apply ina 
measure to printing ink colors, al- 
though the oil would impair, to a cer- 
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| hard wood veneer. The cloth is then 
| ready for the printing machine. 

In the adjoining illustration we show 
a printing machine in operation. The 


patterns are engraved in relief upon 
| a copper roller. The cloth is mounted 


in a roll upon an axle or arm, project- 
ing slightly so that the two ends of the 
arm can be used to suspend the roll of 
cloth in the right position. A hand 
brake regulates the tension of the cloth 
while it is running on the machine. 

The printing ink is rolled upon a 
sized canvas foundation, The press is 
practically the same as that used in 
calico printing works. The regular 
three-color fabric printing machine or 
the intermittent printing are 
used with ingenious modifications in 
the application or distribution of 
colors; the sized cloth being conveyed 
| along the table automatically and when 
| printed, allowed to dry in a room 
heated at the same temperature as 
usually adopted in the drying room of 
modern dry color factories. The heat 
should not be above 160 deg. Fah., a 
higher temperature would have a de- 
| structive effect on delicate colors, of 
which there are sometimes as many ag 
six or eight in an oilcloth design. 

Above a temperature of 160 deg. Fah., 
| mot only the color would be affected, 
but also the hardness of the film. 
| The cloth being sized, printed and 
| dried affords now a smooth surface for 
the application of oil and varnish coat- 
ings. This application is done auto- 
matically by cylinder machinery in oil- 
cloth and by hand in linoleum where 
hand printing blocks are used. 

The next operation consists of oil- 
ing, coating or varnishing the printed 
canvas and constitutes the most im- 
portant part of the process, 

To apply a paint, a varnish or a coat- 
ing with a brush would be impossible 
on canvas backing, where absolute uni- 
formity of distribution is of the utmost 
importance. By coming to the help of 
the varnisher, mechanical engineering 
has rendered possible the uniform ap- 
plication of a boiled oil to 5,000 square 
yards in one day with one cylinder ma- 
chine, reducing the manual labor to the 
assistance of two men. 

The boiling of the linseed oil used in 
the coating of oilcloth, is exactly the 
same as that described for heavy body 
printing ink (linseed oil, No. 1). No 
driers are necessary for all practical 
purposes. The machine will produce 
a continuous thin film of linseed oll 
drying in eight to ten hours, and three 
coatings will insure durability and 
elasticity. Kauri gum will increase the 
brilliancy but to the detriment of the 
durability and elasticity. An oil cloth 
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containing more than ten pounds of 
fossil resin or varnish gum per 100 
gallons of oil is liable to crack on fold- 
ing the cloth. 

The very same remarks that have 
been made as to the opacity or the

In linoleum, the property of 
oil to become a solid gum through a 
process of oxidation or vulcanization, 
is utilized in the preparation of 
what is termed the cement. We 
have in a= previous chapter de- 
scribed at length the peculiar char- 
acteristics of linseed oil considered as 
a varnish gum. With this gum, the 


admixture of powdered cork, lignose or 
cellulose gives the material termed lin- 
oleum. The linoleum mixture, being 
rolled on jute, canvas or wire gauze 
imbedded in India rubber, gives us the 


surface on which colored designs are 
applied. 

Special machinery for the applica- 
tion of the linseed oil cement, and for 


the application of colors has been pat- 
ented; and as to gums, sizes, adhesive 


mixing with 


compounds capable of 
solid linseed oil, we refer the reader to 
the modern methods used in varnish 


making. 

Linoleum is a comparatively new in- 
dustry, dating only from thirty years 
ago. It originated in England and has 
made, in the United States, wonderful 
strides during the past fifteen years. 
No other industry except, perhaps, 
that of modern varnish making (which 
we have but briefly outlined) could 
better illustrate the fact that there is 
a great future in store for many other 
applications of solid linseed oil or lin- 
seed oil gum.

The manufacture of surrogates for 
turpentine nowadays has arrived at 


such a stage as to frequently render it 
the 


difficult to distinguish them from 
genuine turpentine. Specifie gravity, 


exterior appearance and other charac- 
teristics are often identical with those 
of the true turpentine, that only chem- | 


ists are able to tell the difference in 
case the substitute has been repre- 
sented to be the genuine product.

In 
consequence thereof it evaporates very 


quickly, so that every painter can tell 
at whether benzine is present. 
Employed as varnish, its presence Is 
also easily recognized and its value is 
no greater, as it evaporates in quite a 
manner when used for a 
grinding medium for colors. In the 
same manner as benzine, “terebine”’ 
and many other light hydrocarbons 
which are sold as surrogates for tur- 
pentine evaporate and leave, of course, 


once 


similar as 


the solid body, i. e., the color with 
which they were mixed, behind, in a 
finely powdered state. 

Exactly the reverse is the case with 


turpentine, as it really combines with 
oil to varnish. If raw linseed oil is 
mixed with benzine, paraffine, “tere- 
bine” or turpentine, one will be able 
to observe in the first three cases that 
the hydrocarbon evaporates 4duickly, 
the linseed oil remaining it was, 
while the mixture of linseed oil and 
turpentine is a real compound which 
remains such and can only be sepa- 
rated by special means, but not by Iit- 
self, in the former cases. 

In order to improve these turpentine 
substitutes, they are generally mixed 
with rosin (from Pinus maritima, ete.), 
or rosin spirit. These sub- 
stances are known to be non-drying 
and remain sticky and in consequence 
thereof a varnish or a paint, containing 
turpentine surrogate with one of these 
three substances will remain tacky 
long after evaporation of the volatile 
hydrocarbon, and not dry, drawing 
folds and showing other unpleasant 
qualities. If a little genuine turpentine 
is added to the substitute, the quality 
will, of course, improve, but the chief 
factor remains the quality of the rosin 
or rosin spirit employed. The price of 
such surrogates is naturally consider- 
ably lower than that of true turpentine.

Quinine. 

There has been a better demand dur- 
ing the past week, makers having re- 
ceived orders of a larger size than had 
been the case for some time previous, 
There have been buyers at less than 


20e., and it is said that one or two lots : 


were secured at 19%c. cash, but dealers 
are all holding firmly at 20c., while 
makers ask 20@22c. In instances 19%c., 
regular terms, has been bid and de- 
clined. At the bark sale in London on 
Tuesday the market was firm at pre- 
vious prices, with nearly the whole 
quantity sold and B. & S. the principal 
buyers. 

The Amsterdam auction of July 14 
comprised 6,650 packages of bark, equal 
to 582,853 kilos, and of this 472,962 kilos 
was manufacturers’ bark, and the rest, 
109,891 kilos, druggists’. The manufac- 
turers’ bark contained the equivalent 
of 25,006 kilos (875,210 oz.) quinine sul- 
phate, being an average of 5.28 per cent. 
The druggists’ bark contained the 
equivalent of 2,641 kilos sulphate. 

The cinchona bark shipments from 
Java during June have been 1,033,000 
Amsterdam Ibs., against 824,000 in 1897, 
716,000 im 1896, 889,000 in 1895, 455,000 in 
1894, and 816,000 in 1893. The total for 
January to June were: Im 1898, 4,917,- 
000 Amsterdam lbs.; 1897, 3,334,000; 1896, 
3,976,000; 1895, 3,768,700; 1894, 3,748,000, and 
1893, 4,060,000. 

The total exports from Ceylon from 
Jan. 1 to June 7, 1898, were: 268,709 Ibs. 
to the United Kingdom, 18,794 lbs. to 
France, 63,188 lbs. to the United States, 
724 lbs. to Africa, and 2,026 lbs. to 
China; total, 353,441 Ibs., against 333,383 
lbs. for the same period of 1897.

Stamping of Samples of Drugs, 
Medicines, Ete. 


Washington, July 22, 1898. 

The text of the decision of the Attor- 
ney-General relating to the stamping of 
samples of drugs, medicinal prepara- 
tions, ete., is given below. It will be 
seen that by inference the opinion, 
while granting the right to distribute 
samples of medicines free of tax, dis- 
criminates against perfumery and cos- 
metics, which, under this decision, may 
not be distributed in sample packages 
without stamping. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral says: 

“Section 20 of the War 
says: ‘Any person, firm, company or 
corporation that shall make, prepare 
and sell or remove for consumption or 
sale drugs, medicines, preparations, 
compositions, articles or things, includ- 
ing perfumery and _ cosmetics, upon 
which a_ tax is imposed by this act as 
provided for in Schedule B, without af- 
fixing thereto an adhesive stamp or la- 
bel denoting the tax before mentioned 
shall be deemed guilty of a _ misde- 
meanor, etc.’ 

“The tax upon such preparations as 
are manufactured by the inquirer is 
provided for under the paragraph of 
Schedule B, which, under the head of 
‘medicine, proprietary articles and 
preparations,’ reads as follows: 

“‘Ror and upon every packet, box, 
bottle, pot or phial, or other inclosure, 
containing any pills, powders, _ tinc- 
tures, troches or lozenges, sirups, cor- 
dials, bitters, anodynes, tonics, plas- 
ters, liniments, salves, ointments, 
pastes, drops, waters (except natural 
spring waters and carbonated natural 
spring waters), essences, spirits, oils, 
and all medicinal preparations or com- 
positions whatsoever, made and sold, 
or removed for sale, by any 
person or persons whatever, where-

those ‘upon which a tax is imposed by 
this act as provided for in Schedule B.’ 

“It then becomes necessary to ex- 
amine how the tax upon the articles is 
provided for in Schedule B. 

“In Schedule B, after naming various 
articles specifically which are com- 
prised under general heads in Section 
20, the law says: ‘Made and sold or re- 
moved for sale’ shall require the stamp. 
It will be observed that the word ‘con- 
sumption,’ as omitted in the paragraph 
of Schedule B, applies to medicine, pro- 
prietary articles and preparations, and 
such articles are required to be stamped 
only when they are made and sold or 
removed for sale. 

“It will be observed that under the 
head of ‘perfumery and cosmetics and 
other similar articles’ the legislators 
used the words ‘made, prepared and 
removed for consumption and 


sold, or 
sale.’ 

“Now Section 20, after comprising 
general medicinal proprietary articles 


and preparations which are particular- 
also in- 


ly described in Schedule B, 
cludes perfumery and cosmetics; but 
when we come to Schedule B we see 


that the language of the statute in de- 
fining the tax upon medicinal propri- 
elary articles and preparations is con- 
fined to such as are ‘made and sold or 
removed for sale,’ whilst in defining the 
tax upon perfumery and cosmetics and 
other similar articles the Congress en- 
larges and taxes those ‘made, prepared 
and sold, removed for consumption 
and sale.’ 

“It is evident to my mind, therefore, 
that the medicinal proprietary article 
or preparation which is not made for 
sale nor sold, nor removed from the 
place of manufacture for sale, is not 
subject to the stamp tax. Hence, a 
mere sample box of the proprietary 
medicine or preparation put up and la- 
beled ‘for free distribution’ which is 
actually given away by the owner or 
proprietor could not be classed under 
the head of an article ‘made and sold 


or

drawback due therefrom shall be paid, 
under such regulations as the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury may prescribe.’ 

“The proviso upon which the opinion 
under consideration turns requires ‘that 
when the articles exported are made in 
part from domestic materials the im- 
ported materials * * * shall so ap- 
pear in the completed article that the 
quantity or measure thereof may be as- 
ecertained.’ The opinion of my prede- 
takes it for granted that the 
words ‘shall so appear in the completed 
articles’ referred to an appearance in 
tangible form after a separation, chem- 
ical or mechanical, of the completed ar- 
ticle into its component materials. It 
takes it for granted that the quantity 
must be ascertained by an analysis 
‘without reference to past books of ac- 
count.’ 3ut is not this mere assump- 
tion? All the proviso requires is that 
the imported materials shall so appear 
in the completed articles that the quan- 
tity or measure thereof may be ascer- 
tained. The proviso does not prescribe 
in what way ascertained. It does not 
prescribe how they shall appear except 
that they shall so appear that the quan- 
tity or measure thereof may be ascer- 
tained. The ascertainment of the quan- 
tity or measure !s an act of the mind. 
The appearance thereof is not a visual, 
but a mental, presentation. The words 
‘appear’ and ‘appearing’ are well known 
to legal phraseology. The fact is re- 
quired to appear, or be made to appear, 
not to the eye, but to the mind, 

“The meaning of this proviso, there- 
fore, is that where the article exported 
is made in part from domestic materials 
the imported materials shall so appear 
in the completed article, that is, be 
shown to the satisfaction of the cus- 
toms officers to exist In the completed 
article, that the quantity or measure 
thereof may be ascertained. 

“What material is domestic and what 
imported can only appear or be shown 
to the customs officers by a reference 
to the records, or by an inspection of 
the process of manufacture. In the 
present case it is conceded that the im- 
ported materials used have been iden- 
tified and distinguished from the do- 
mestic materials used. Taking these 
facts, together with an allowance for 
wastage regularly made by your de- 
partment, and the lead derived from 
the imported ore, which has so ap- 
peared In the exported pig lead, will so 
appear that the quantity or measure 
thereof may be ascertained. The pro- 
viso only deals with the ascertainment 
of the quantity or measure of the im- 
ported material existing in the com- 
pleted article.

“In identifying imported materials 
used in manufacturing articles subse- 
quently exported it has long been the 
policy of your department to require 
and accept extrinsic evidence—docu- 
mentary proof, verified, if necessary, 
by official inspection. Thus, in case of 
steel rails exported, the Imported ma- 
terials used upon which drawback is 
allowed are required to be ‘verified by 
an official inspection of the company’s 
records of manufacture;” on solder com- 
posed of lead and pig iron used in mak- 
ing oil cans, ‘the actual quantity of 
the metals so used in each month shall 
be shown by a sworn statement of the 
company’s superintendent;’ on the ‘al- 
cohol actually consumed in the prepara- 
tion of the several extracts, including 
necessary wastage, and all the alooh- 
contained in the exported fluids to be 
verified by reference to the formulae;’ 
on refined butter made of salt, glucose 
and imported grease, ‘the exact quan- 
tity’ to be ‘shown in the manufacturer’s 
statement on each export entry;’ and 
on dynamite, ‘the quantity of such gly- 
cerine shall be determined by allowing 
47.4 pounds of the same for each 100 
pounds of nitro-glycerine contained in 
the exported articles.’ 

“It appears from the statement sub- 
mitted that before engaging in the busi- 
ness of thus smelting imported along 
with domestic ore, with a view to ex- 
porting the refined metal and claiming 
a drawback on the imported material 
used therein, the Consolidated Kansas 
City Smelting & Refining Company sub- 
mitted its proposed plan of operation to 
your department. This plan was at 
least impliedly approved and the com- 
pany proceeded with its operations and 
made large importations of lead ore 
from Mexico, paying considerable sums 
as duties thereon upon the understand- 
ing that the amounts thus paid would 
be refunded on the exportation of the 
refined lead. Three different drawback 
claims arising under these circumstan- 
ces were allowed and paid by the Gov- 
ernment before the present claim ac- 
crued In 1894. It being conceded that all 
the facts necessary to identify the im- 
ported materials used to ascertain the 
quantity thereof, and to compute the 
duties paid thereon, have been éstab- 
lished, and that it is satisfactorily 
shown in the manner heretofore indi- 
cated that the imported materials so 
appear in the exported product that the 
quantity or measure thereof may be as- 
certained, it is my opinion that no pro- 
vision of law forbids the allowance of 
the drawback claimed.” 

The Attorney General has also ren- 
dered a favorable decision upon the 
claim of the Selby Smelting & Lead 
Company, of San Francisco, for draw- 
back of duty paid on certain foreign ore 
refined in bonded warehouse. The lead 
thus refined was withdrawn for con- 
sumption, duty being paid thereon, and 
used in the manufacture of articles gub-

Chicago Oil Market. 
Chicago, July 21, 1898. 

LINSEED OIL.—The depression in 
market values noted a week ago still 
continues, although the tone is tending 
toward recovery. Outside of the ordi- 
nary midsummer jobbing inquiry there 
is little or no new business. The dis- 
turbing influence injected into the 
situation a week ago by out-of-town 
crushers is still slightly felt, although 
not materially. This market may be 
quoted at 34@35c., according to brand 
and seller, with no special sliding scale 
for quantities under car lots. There is 
also reason to believe that a few unim- 
portant sales have been made at 33c., 
but this price may be properly called 
about one cent below the Chicago mar- 
ket, since such sales—even if well au- 
thenticated—have been made under ex- 
ceptional circumstances; just as were 
the few car lots placed here by a North- 
western concern a week ago at 33@ 
34c. Apropos of this matter, it is said 
that there is independent oil here which 
might be purchased at considerably 
under what may be properly quoted as 
the Chicago market, should cocasion 
arise for its sacrifice. Generally speak- 
ing, however, the crushing fraternity 
here is fairly well satisfied with the 
situation as it stands. While local 
stocks are not excessive, they are cer- 
tainly ample, and there is a deeply 
cherished belief among manufacturers 
that they can meet outside competition 
without a tremor. Under existing con- 
ditions the inquiry is necessarily con- 
fined to the supply of immediate wants, 
and these are neither large nor urgent. 

FLAXSEED.—The lightness of the 
total movement of seed at this point 
for the week under review, as compared 
with the week preceding and the corre- 
sponding period of last year, is shown 
in the following table, whieh has been 
compiled from the daily postings of the 
Secretary of the Board of Trade for the

Speculating trading, however, has been 
exceedingly active, chiefly in September 
and Q¢tober.deliveries, although there 
were SaleS of some 13,000 bushels of 
August at 944%@99c., final transactions 
being at the inside. September flax- 
seed opened at 89@90%c., advanced to 
$1, reacted to 95c., and recovered to 
9644c. Reports of rains in the North- 
west and rumors that crop estimates 
are too high were generally the causes 
for the advance. Saies of 730,000 bush- 
els were reported. A good deal of buy- 
ing was on the part of speculators 
(some of them apparently country op- 
erators), who sold freely some time ago 
and have been taking in their profits. 
At about 89@90c. there was also heavy 
buying by Chicago warehouse men, 
and it is said that some of this seed 
was worked for export, but at present 
this market is considerably abeve an 
export basis. October seed was report- 
ed sold to the extent of 760,000 bushels. 
Prices ranged from 88c. to $1, and then 
settled back to 954%4.@96c., the market 
for both this and the September option 
closing steady. The bulk of the trading 
was at figures considerably under the 
doliar mark, and a considerable pro- 
portion of it at or near ninety cents. 

FLAXSEED AT DULUTH.—Receipts 
have been fair, but not up to the total 
for the same week in 1897. Nineteen 
cars have been reported inspected in, 
as against twenty-five a year ago. 
Shipments are given as 41,180 bushels 
for the period under review. For the 
nine months since Aug. 1 there have 
been received 4,304,203 bushels, and 
4,950,682 bushels’ shipped. Old crop 
seed has sold only moderately. Open- 
ing at one dollar, it declined to 94c., 
but later reacted to 98c. More interest, 
however, was shown in September and 
October deliveries, in which there was 
free trading. The former opened at 92c. 
and closed at 95\%c., having meanwhile 
sold at 89%ec. October sold at 89@94'%c., 
and closed at the qutside. The Minne- 
apolis market opened with cash seed 
at 97%c. and September at 98%4c. Both 
declined, but subsequently raliied, Cash 
flax fell to 92%c. and September to 88&c. 
At the close the former was at 95'%c. 
and the latter at 93%c, 

OIL CAKE.—There seems to be no 
weakening in the firm tone of the mar- 
ket quoted a week ago, although the 
inquiry is, perhaps, a shade less active. 
Still, sales are chiefly for prompt ship- 
ment, and crushers express an unwill- 
ingness to sell beyond August. The de- 
mana is mainly from the Continent. 
largely from Rotterdam and Antwerp. 
Iniand freights show no change, but 
ocean rates are a shade firmer. Meal 
is quotably at the normal advance of 
one dollar per ton over unground cake, 
but, in the comparative absence of in- 
quiry, these figures must be regarded as 
practically nominal. 

OLEO OIL.—The output continues 
large, and exportation has exceeded ex- 
pectation. For this week it is estimated 
at about 6,200 tierces—some 1,600 tierces 
in excess of the outward movement of 
the week before. Notwithstanding, 
cables from abroad show churners to 
be buying freely. Sales at Rotterdam 
for the period under review are report- 
ed as about 7,000 tierces, or more than 
double those of the preceding week. 
The result has been an advance of one 
florin in the Holland market, extra 
grades closing at 37 florins, with some 
sales of medium grades at 324%@34 
florins, Stocks have increased some- 
what at Rotterdam, yet the supply in 
first hands there is only moderate, be- 
ing estimated at about 2,200 tierces. 
Neutral lard at Rotterdam continwes 
very quiet, and is quoted there at about 
36 florins. Other foreign markets, how- 
ever, are more active, and two florins 
(about *% cent) higher, sales being re- 
ported this week at 38 florins. The local 
market continues quiet, but the inquiry 
for domestic shipment has been rather 
more active than at the same season 
last year. 

LARD OIL.—The improvement in the 
lard market has somewhat stimulated 
buying, and the general tone of the 
market has been correspondingly 
strengthened, although pressers are 
still quoting extra at 45c. The demand 
is chiefly confined to the better grades, 
and of these the output is not largely 
in excess of current requirements. 
Medium and inferior qualities are 
rather slow and weak. Extra No. 1 is 
still quoted at 37c., but No. 1 and No. 2 
have each declined 2c., ‘being offered 
to-day at 25@2%c, respectively, 7 
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LARD.—The general course of the 
market has favored sellers, the trend 
of prices having been upward. While 
speculative values have been, at times, 
more or less unsettled, an advance has 
been scored all around. Offerings have 
been fairly liberal, and the inquiry—in 
a general way—rather active. While 
stocks are less than they were a year 
ago, manufacture is, to say the least, 
fully up to the present needs.. Trading 
was mainly in September and October 
contracts, with transfers at about 2% 
@5c. difference, the outside at the close. 
There were also buyers of December at 
5@7%c. over September. Inquiry on 
shipping account has been moderate, 
with fair offerings, prices ranging at 
7%@10c. under September figures for 
choice. There was a better demand for 
loose lots, despite freer offerings, and 
they have sold freely at 42%@45c. under 
September. Leaf lard has been in toler- 
ably good demand at 5@5%c., closing 
steady at the outside. Cash contract 
lard opened at $5.50@5.55, advanced to 
$5.60@5.624%, and closed at $5.57%.

(Special Correspondence to the Reporter.) 
Liverpool Chemical Notes. 
Liverpool, July 9, 1898. 
Business in heavy chemicals has not 
lately called for much comment. It has 
been of a restricted and desultory 
character, and absolutely without ani- 
mation. Not long ago I referred to a 
combination as likely among makers of 
sulphate of copper. This scheme is 
nearly completed, and the most influ- 
ential producers have joined the move- 
ment. Speculation has been, conse- 
quently, stimulated, and prices have 
advanced over ten shillings per ton. 


Talking of combinations there is an- 
other afoot; an important one, too; no 


less than a syndicate to embrace nearly 


all the European manufacturers of 


chlorate of potash. A meeting was held 


in Brussels this week of a highly rep- 
resentative nature, and it is understood 
that the matter is virtually settled. As 
yet there has not been any substantial 
change in the price, but there is no 
doubt as to the ultimate object of the 
combination, viz., to establish an ad- 
vance in values. 

Large beds of rock salt have been ac- 
cidentally discovered in the Isle of 
Man, so it is said, and the old shipyard 


at Ramsey has been purchased with the 


intention of starting a “great salt in- 
dustry.” The promoters were looking 
for coal, and didn’t find it. The ques- 
tion of fuel, therefore, may prove an 


ugly one, and debar the establishment 


of chemical works on the island. 
Dandudno, the queen of Welsh water- 
ing places, and a popular resort of Liv- 


erpudlians, has just escaped “the ultt- 
mate disappearance of all the sylvan 


glories of the land for a distance of 
twenty miles round, owing to the de- 
structive effects of the effluvia and out- 
pourings of the chemical works, and the 
reduction of the now beautiful scenery 
to the condition of that round Runcorn 
and Widnes.” But the mountain has 
resolved itself into a mole hill. It was 
only a small plant for making cement, 
and Taffy’s eloquence now falls flat. 

In some districts the promoters of 
chemical works are made very wel- 
come. Bay City is said to have accord- 
ed a hearty reception to a deputation 
from the United Alkali Company, and

Petroleum Trade of Chefoo. 


Kerosene now stands third in the list 
of the six heads under which all for- 
eign imports have been classified. But 
it might more strictly take the second 
place, as the “Miscellaneous’”’ group 
comprises articles of the most unre- 
lated kinds. The import of this oil at} 
present more than equals In value that 
of opium, woolens and metals togeth- 
er. I reported that in 1896 the record 
of kerosene into Chefoo had 


import ; 
been reached. Last year, however, it 
will be seen this was more than 


doubled, the value being £120,693, and 
the total quantity 5,858,860 gallons. And 
in this enormous bound upwards Rus- 
sian oil has this time taken part. The 
American article continues to lead the 
way with 5,200,000 gallons to 578,000 of 
Russian. 

Until I came to Chefoo I do not re- 
member having ever read or heard of 
kerosene being used in agriculture. But 
in this neighborhood, and to some ex- 
tent apparently in other parts of this 
province, it is thus employed. With 
such crops as are sown in drills the 
farmers, at the time of sowing, allow 
a few drops of kerosene to fall on the 
seed as it lies in the drill, and they 
assert that the oil acts as a strong pro- 
tection against certain insects that are 
accustomed to feed on the plants at 
that early stage. But the demand thus 
created accounts presumably for but a 
very small part of the whole consump- | 
tion of kerosene in any given neigh- 
borhood.—British Consular Report. 





Among the various other oils, the 
characteristics of which were recently 
debated in a meeting of the Society of 
German Soap Makers, corn (or maize) 
oil claimed a share of their attention, 
and after the consideration of its sev- 
eral properties, the members resolved 
to utilize it in the manufacture of soap. 
P. T. mentions the following points in 
Der Seifenfabrikant. 

Corn oil cannot be obtained from 
corn directly by pressing or extracting, 
because it is not diffused throughout 
the entire grain, but is present only in 
the germ. To prepare corn for cer- 
tain technical purposes, it is first 
malted, next broken, and then freed 
from the sprouts, which, in consequence 
of their inferior specific gravity, is done 
readily. In this manner corn yields 
about 25 per cent. sprouts, which when 
pressed, give about 15 per cent. of a 
very nice, pale to gold yellow, odorous 
oil of a somewhat bitter and peculiar 
taste, and fair purity, and furnishes at 
residue a cake highly relished by cattle. 
If the sprouts are subjected to the ex- 
tracting process, they yield about 22 per 
cent. of an oil possessing about the 
above specified properties. The resi- 
due from this process can be used only 
as manure. 

The corn oil is a non-drying, fairly 
viscid fluid, which at + 15° C. [59° F.] 
is 19 times as viscid as water. Its spe- 
cific weight at + 15° C. is 0.916; at — 10 
Cc. [14° F.], it freezes into a lard-like 
white mass; its co-efficient of saponi- 
fication is 188. The chemical constitu- 
ents of corn oil are principally stear- 
ine, red oil and palmitin, beside a little 
volatile oil and free fatty acid, to- 
gether with a small quantity of an in- 
saponificable, slimy, albuminous ingre- 
dient. 

Corn oil is suited excellently wellasa 7 
lamp oil, making a bright, fairly white 
light, without emitting any disagree- 
able odor or high degree of heat. It is 
also to advantage used in spinning 
mills for oiling wool; beside this, it 
makes a good lubricant for parts of ma- 
chinery. Soap makers, among whom 
the author, have recently tried to in- 
troduce it into the trade, and met with 
a eatisfactory degree of encouragement. 
When used alone for curd soap it 
makes a softish product of yellowish 
color, of attractive smell, and yields 
about 145 per cent. When used for soft 
soaps, it makes a nice, clear, fairly 
firm and gold yellow soap, of an agree- 
able odor, and a yield of about 235 per 
cent. 

When making curd soaps, either 
boiled upon nigre or spent lye, or Esch- 
weg soaps, corn oil can be used only 
as an addition. On account of its yel- 
low color it is chiefly adapted for dark 
and inferior soaps, as on account of the 
unsaponifiable ingredient there is dan- 
ger, should the saponificcation of the 
charge not be as thorough as required, 
that a first-class soap would become 
spotted. Nor is corn oil to be recom- 
mended for colored settled curd soaps 
with a resin percentage, as it makes 
them too soft, or for textile soaps, on 
account of its unsaponifiable ingredi- 
ent. 

But the oil is well suited at all sea- 
sons of the year as part of the charge 
oll of soft soaps, especially the plain 
linseed sorts, as in consequence of this 
addition they become nicely bright and 
sufficiently firm with the usual addi- 
tion of resin. It is also useful in small 
quantities as addition oil for natural 
curd soaps, without exerting any in- 
fluence whatever upon the formation of 
grain, so that these soaps turn out with 
a nice, bright ground. On the other 
hand, it is not adapted for white soft 
soaps, silver soap, sal ammoniac and 
turpentine soaps, and plain red oil 
soap, if to be of white color. Nor can 
it be utilized for textile soaps for above 


stated reasons, and the soap maker 
might make himself liable for heavy 
damages. 


When corn oil is converted into fatty 
acids, it yields from 4-to 5 per cent. of 
a nice, bright and odorous crude gly- 
cerine. The resulting fatty acid is of 
a slightly dark color and somewhat 
more pungent odor than the neutral 
fat, and can therefore be utilized only 
for the dark plain linseed oil soft soaps 
as additional oil, for which it renders 
excellent services, as in consequence of 
the addition of resin the soft soaps be- ° 
came firmer, its melting point being a 
few degrees higher than that of the 
neutral oil. 

Since maize is likewise extensively 
used for the manufacture of starch, 
there also results a secondary process— 
cornflower, which is frequently used for 
filing both plain and grained soft soaps. 

(This writer’s estimate would make 
the yield of oil about 80 pounds to the 
long ton of corn, which we believe to be 
rather below the actual results obtained 
here.—Ed. O., P. and D. R.)
